Also, | am disappointed that it was so 
readily assumed that the woman behind 
the front desk in our office is a 
“receptionist.” Francine Sasso is much 
more than that. Besides answering 
phones, she functions as bureau 
manager, handling all our photo 
acsignments and all our financial affairs, 
as well as queries and complaints from 
the outside world.

Youth Crisis 


Over the past several weeks, public 
warnings about the severity of the energy 
crisis have been-growing in frequency and 
intensity. We are concerned over the 
possibility that efforts to prepare for a 
winter of sacrifice’ may result in a 
wholesale shutdown of public facilities 
necessary for the continuation of vital 
human services. : 

In the mounting attempt to conserve 
energy, it is our fear that human service 
programs — youth resources in particular 
— will be viewed as the most expendable. 
Already: there’ is increased discussion 
about severly curtailing the availability 
of many municipal facilities that are used 
for a range of recreational and 
educational programs for community 
residents of all ages. What makes this 
especially distressing is the fact that 
many youths depend upon such 
community resources and the personnel 
who staff them as integral parts of their 
lives, providing not only recreation, but 
supervision and guidance as well. 

We urge all who wish to be advocates 
for youth in our city to contact city 
officials and strongly recommend: 

1) that priority planning be given to the 
continued provision of public facilities for 
youth resource programs during the 
upcoming winter; 

2) that there be citywide coordination 
efforts designed to distribute equitably 


the availability of such public facilities 
for youth resources programs; and 
3) that there will be a public 


commitment to such efforts, together « 


with sufficient publicity as to where and 
when such facilities and their 
accompanying programs will be 
available. 

It is critical that the pressures of the 
energy crisis not panic people into losing 
sight of the need to channel our own 
energy into speaking out for the interests 
and needs of our most invaluable natural 
resource — our youth.

George Sacco will run for

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The Nixon Tapes 
Will the Experts Really Be Able to Fill In the Gaps?

Perhaps this week, but more 
probably next, Judge John 
Sirica will receive a ‘“‘conclusive 
report’’ on what has been 
learned from a_ sophisticated 
technical examination of the 
erased or “buzzed out” portion 
of the tape that recorded 
Nixon’s first post-Watergate 
conference with his top aides on 
June 20, 1972, three days after 
the break. 

A panel of six civilian 
technical experts has been 
laboring for a month and half 
under a charge from Sirica to 
deliver answers to three basic 
questions: 

— Is this tape the original one 
that was recorded on June 20, 
1972? 

— Does it contain erasures or 
splices? Or is it a copy that has 
been edited by operations such 
as cutting and splicing before re- 
recording? 

— How was the 18 minute 
section of buzzing produced? 
Was the buzzing all produced at 
one time? 

If the report comes through as 
billed, it will be one of the few 
“conclusive” bits of evidence 
Sirica has been able to glean in 
his probe of the Watergate 
presidential tapes. This part of 
the investigation has been like 
Russian roulette, three times 
now we've heard the hammer 
come down with a click on a 
hollow chamber. There were 
nine tapes bitterly and fiercely 
defended and then surrendered 
in the post-Cox furor. But there 
were no longer nine — never 
were, the White House told us. 

Two which had been viewed 
as crucial in establishing the 
innocence or guilt of Nixon had 
never been made, Sirica was 
told. The President’s first post- 
Watergate phone discussion 
with the head of the re-election 
committee, former Attorney 
General. Mitchell, had been 
made on an untapped phone in 
the Nixon living quarters. The 
second “non-tape’”’ was of the 
April 15, 1973 conversation with 
Presidential Counsel John Dean 
in which, according to Dean, 
Nixon said earlier assurance 
that a $1 million in silence 
money would be easy to raise 
wes only “a joke” and, moving 
awkwardly to a corner of the 
Oval office, whispered that he 
had been “foolish” to discuss 


executive clemency for E. 
Howard Hunt. 

There were confused and 
contradictory explanations 
offered for the unrecorded Dean 
conversation; a secret service 
man who had previously said the 
system had never malfunctioned 
was first brought forward to say 
perhaps a timing mechanism 
had broken and then brought 
forward again to explain that 


announced, another problem — 
click! — it seems that a portion 
of the June 20 tape, the only 
portion that had Nixon, 
Haldeman and Erlichman 
discussing Watergate, had been 
erased and a loud 18 1/4 minute 
buzz substituted. To shoulder 
the blame, here was 55 year-old 
Miss Woods, Nixon’s private 
secretary.

And in the case of the 18- 
minute buzz — where you have 
known tampering, with various 
partial explanations offered — a 
technical examination should be 
able to identify the source or at 
least eliminate various 
suggested causes.

talked the tape that day. The 
presidential archivist was 
brought forward to show his log 
and testify that yes, Nixon had 
outworked the six-hour tape and 
the Dean visit had been after the 
tape had run out. But, 
questioned, the archivist 
admitted “reconstructing”’ parts 
of the log three months later, 
three days after Cox 
subpoeneaed the tape, on orders 
from presidential lawyer Fred J. 
Buzhardt.

Woods had lied a month earlier 
when she explicitly told Sirica 
under oath that she had not 
erased any tape. “I don’t think 
I’m so stupid as to erase what's 
on a tape,” she had sarcastically 
told the questi: 1ing prosecutor. 
She had _ misunderstcod the 
question, she said now. “I can 
only say I’m dreadfully sorry,” 
she told the court. She did cause 
a “gap,” she had told Nixon of 
the accident at the time, she

The tapes — with a 
guard of six U.S. Marshals — 
were turned over the experts. 
Answers, something solid, 
something more than 
circumstantial testimony were 
desperately sought — and at 
least some are expected. 


Just how far can scientists 
probe into the secrets hidden 
among and between the minute 
magnetic particles strewn across 
the width of the recording tape 
like three-inch boulders on a 
stretch of beach? What tools do 
they use and in what form do 
they get their results? 


A major determinant is the 
quality of the tape, in this case 
not good. But both good quality 
and bad have advantages when 
it comes to technically 
evaluating whether the tape is 
an original, whether it has been 
tampered with by splicing, 


report from the panel and 
paraphrased parts of it. ’ 

Buzhardt had suggested that 
perhaps the buzz was recorded 
at the time of Miss Woods 
“accident” when the recorder 
picked up the electric “noise” 
generated by the secretary’s 
high-intensity lamp and electric 
typewriter. He himseif had 
produced a similar buzz with a 
test, he told Sirica. 

But the panel told him, said 
Sirica, that neither the lamp nor 
the typewriter has a “likely 
cause” of the sound. There were, 
said the panel, some indications 
that the Uher recorder that Miss 
Woods was using cou'd have 
produced the buzz, but more 
tests were needed to confirm the 
possibility.

Heads and Tales 


The Crow Visits His 


Country Cousins — and a Horse 


By Whistling Crow 


—- In April of 1972, Boston 
artist Michael Phillips began 
clearing the land on his wooded 
|hillside property in western 
Massachusetts. A road was put 
in, trees felled and dragged, a 
concrete foundation dug and 
poured. Michael, together with 4 
or 5 co-laborers worked 10-12 
hours a day, 6-7 days a week. By 
mid-July, he was able to move 
into his new home. Today, the 
household of this wood-heated, 
cabin consists of Micahel, his 
daughter Shoshanna, fellow- 
painter and friend Alex Buys, 
two dogs (Gallup and Jacquelin) 
two cats (Kiraba and Daniel) 
and a seemingly endless flow of 
neighbors, friends and visitors. 
The Crow, last leek, was one of 
those visitors. 

. — The Crow, from the start, 
could smell a good time. Alex, 
for one thing, is a good-time pal 
from Cambridge. The Crow 
remembers suminmer afternoons 
diving for lobsters off 
Swampscott Beach. He 
remembers 16 rounds of beer one 
otherwise-dismal December 
night at the Plough. He also 
knows that Micahel has just 


bought a horse and that friends 
of ours down the road have a 
stable of six. He. begins 
collecting apple cores and 
carrots. 
— The cost of building the 3- 
story cabin was $15,000. Its 
market value today would 
probably exceed $40,000. 
Meanwhile, Michael’s monthly 
raortgage payments amount to 
about half hir former Cambridge 
rent. 
— Red Lightning (named by 
Shoshanna) is Mechael’s horse. 
He is an Apaloosa (old Indian 
riding breed) and is extremely 
gentle and friendly. By our third 
meeting, he has taken to 
inspecting my pockets, nibbling 
at my fingers and nuzzling 
against my chest. 
Alex and I walk through his 
pasture one day, taking a rather 
rough, semi-passable road 
through woods, water and brush. 
After 20 minutes, we turn 
around and start back. We are 
startled to find Red Lightning 
just behind us. He has followed. 
He is beautiful and, in his 
simple curiosity, desireable. 
Alex, in a sudden and graceful 


movement, leaps on his back. I 
am jealous. 

— Michael enumerates the 
wavs in which he saved on 
construction costs: 

l- He used raw lumber 
directly from the mill rather 
than going through a lumber 
yard. He paid 18 cents a board 
ft. This is about one-third the 
lumber yard price. 

2- He built vertically. This 
creates a smaller roof line, ergo- 
lower roofing costs. It also 


simplifies heating - the heat _ 


simply rises in a column. There 
is no need for either burner or 
radiator on the third floor of the 
cabin. 

3— He relied primarily on 
wood-heating. Three wood- 
burning stoves do most of the 
heating. The back-up oil heating 
system is used as little as 
possible. 


4— He used only a quarter- 
foundation. The foundation was 
dug 4 ft. instead of 8 and half the 
house is supported by posts, 
which are far less costly to 
construct. 

5-—- The contractors 
(bulldozing, plumbing, 


electricity) were neighbors and 
friends- there was far less 
likelihood of being ripped off. 

6— Unskilled labor - Union 
wages would have wrecked the 
project. Michael feels that with 
correct supervision anyone who 
can wield a hammer and doesn’t 
mind hard work can do the job. 

~— The next day I meet Brown 
Horse (renamed from 
Kaleidescope - times and 
cultural values change, right?) 
She stands a full hand taller 
than Red Lightning. She is also 
more powerful, more self-wiiled, 
less friendly. 

“Who do you really want to 
work with?” Alex asks me. 

“Brown Horse,” I say. 

“Me too,” says Alex. “She’s 
more of a challenge.” 

Our training tactics are 
strictly Pavlovian. For walking 
when we say walk, for running 
when we tug on the topes, for 
stopping when we say whoa, 
Brown Horse gets a chunk of 
carrot. When she balks, she gets 
nothing. Alex, a stern 
taskmaster, observes: ‘‘You 
can’t let her get away with 
anything. You’re too 


emotional,” he tells me. He’s 
right. I feel bad about jerking 
the rope, bad about forcing her. 
Alex is better with the 
discipline. He also seems to 
enjoy shoving the horses around. 
“It’s good to lean on ’em,” he 
says. “Let ’em feel your cwn 
weight.”’ The leaned-on beasts 
simply walk away. 

— Michael Phiilips was one of 
Boston’s more successful artists. 
He had a painting exhibited in 
side City Hall. He has a 50’ by 
60’ building-side mural on 
Harcourt St. behind the 
Prudential. And he used to have 
a giant sculpture along Storrow 
Drive. But that’s a story in 
itself. 

-Alex and I are both excited 
and scared. Today we will try to 
ride Brown Horse for the first 
time. As we drive from Goshen 
to Cummington, I wonder: What 
if Brown Horse rears or bolts? 
(She’s never before been 
mounted) - What if she panics? 
What if I’m thrown? 

We will ride her bare-back, 
without bit, without real harness 
or reigns. I will have to mount

St. George’s Double Dragon 


Watergate 


By Carl Oglesby 

Andrew St. George is a higher 
investigative journalist noted for 
well-informed views of the 
Atlantic intelligence and 
espionage network and its 
components, notably the CIA, 
whose payroll he is said to have 
sometimes ornamented. In the 
November Harper’s, St. George 
presented the following theory of 
Watergate: 

“On the morning of June 17, 
1972, the watch officer at CIA 
headquarters in Langley, 
Virginia, woke director Richard 
Helms a little after seven to tell 
him about the arrest of ‘the 
White House crew,’ for that was 
how the _ intelligence 
professionals had come to think 
of the agents hired by John 
Mitchell and John Ehrlichman 
and the other Nixon aides. Both 
the CIA and the FBI had long 
known, of course, about the 
existence of the Hunt-Liddy 
team. The CIA had infiltrated it 
with a confidential informant, 
just as if Hunt and Liddy had 
been foreign diplomats, and the 
informant, an old company 
informant named Eugenio 
Martinez, code-named 
‘Rolando,’ who had reported in 
advance on the Watergate 
project, was in fact at the 
moment himself under arrest for 
his part in the break-in. 

‘*Ah, well,’ Helms said, ‘They 
finally did it.’ He chatted for a 
few moments with the young 
watch officer, who said it was ‘a 
pity about McCord and some of 
those guys! ‘Well, yes,’ Helms 
said. ‘A pity about the 
President, too, you know. They 
really blew it. The sad thing is, 
we all think ‘“That’s the end of 


it,” and it may be just the 
beginning of something worse. If 
the White House tries to ring me 
through central don’t switch it 
here, just tell them you reported 
McCord’s arrest already, and I 
was very surprised.”” 

This column proposed a 
similar theory, not based on 
inside information, back in 
spring (Phoenix, April 3), but in 
connection with McCord, not 
Martinez. McCord seems to me 
still much the likelier candidate 
for the role of Watergate double 
agent, but instead of repeating 
what I have already said about 
this, let me call attention to an 
article in the Sunday London 
Times of June 3, 1973, by special 
investigators Lewis Chester, Cal 
McCrystal and Stephen Aris, 
“Was James McCord a CIA 
Double Agent?’ Minus my 
Yankee-Cowboy trappings, this 
article takes a position on 
McCord identical to the one I 
outlined in April: basically, that 
Nixon’s side got trashed at the 
Watergate by hostile forces he 
may not even have realized were 
on the move, and that the 
leading instrument of this 
trashing was a double agent, 
McCord, who set up the bust at 
the Watergate. 

Besides the St. George and 
London Times pieces, further 


- support for this speculation is 


offered by Miles Copeland, more 
or less St. George’s counterpart 
on the right, who wrote in the 
September 14 National Review 
that “with or without explicit 
instruction from someone in the 
Agency, McCord took Hunt and 
Liddy into a trap.” 

My constant theme is that 


Watergate is only secondarily a 
crime. Primarily, it is a clash in 
an on-going power struggle at 
the top of the national pyramid. 
I stress again that it was the 
most expert McCord who taped 
the doors of the Watergate in 
such a way as to arouse the 
security guards’ suspicions 
necessarily, that it was McCord 
who insisted on continuing with 
the entry even after the 
Plumbers knew the guards were 
alerted, that it was McCord who 
constantly resisted White House 
attempts at coverup, and that it 
was McCord’s decision to tell 
what he knew last March that 
finally blew Watergate into its 
present epic proportions. 

When McCord stepped out of 
the ranks of the Plumbers to 
turn against the White House, 
he switched lawyers. His first, 
recall, was Gerald Alch of the 
Boston firm of F. Lee Baiiey. 
Alch made the presumably 
embarrassing mistake of 
treating McCord like any other 
Plumber and appears to have 
been confused by McCord’s 
refusal to play along with the 
most elementary cover-up spy 
games. Still murmurring 
resentfully, all but caught 
himself in the coils of 
presidential evasion, he faded 
out and was replaced, lo, by the 
founder and director of the 
Committee to Investigate 
Assassinations, Bernard 
Fensterwald. 

Now comes the story that 
Senator Stuart Symington is 
interested in St. George’s double- 
dragon theory. All to the good, 
say I, even if St. George has his 
own reasons for fingering the 


wrong man. It’s the idea that 
counts. But what is the 
character of Symington’s 
interest? Can one actually hope 
he wants to get the truth out? Or 
as is more likely, is he only 
playing his old role of guarding 
the CIA at all costs? 

In any case, background 
imponderables such as _ these 
make it only all the more 
fascinating to find that St. 
George’s attorney for the 
appearance before Symington is 
who but our old buddy 
Fensterwald himself. 

So who is this Fensterwald? 
What is he? Sherman Skolnick 
of Chicago, at the recent 
Washington conference of 
political assassination watchers 
convened and sponsored by the 
Fensterwald Committee, 
accused Fensterwald of CIA 
connections. Skolnick does this 
to lots of people and 
Fensterwald (who knows that) 
might have toughed it out with a 
shrug, but he left the hall and 
wouldn't come back and so 
added to the whispering. 

If Fensterwald truly does not 
want such suspicions 
entertained about himself and 
his Committee, why does he 
constantly refuel them? Why 
does he take to such shadowy 
corners of the Watergate if he 
does not want to be regarded as 
a creature of the Watergate 
shadows? And why would he 
choose a touchy moment like the 
weekend of the conference to 
announce his intention of 
donating his Committee’s 
massive files on the Kennedy, 
King, Kennedy, and Wallace 
shootings to the library of a well- 


known CIA mill like Georgetown 
University, his alma mater, 
where the conference was held? 

One does not necessarily wish 
to harm the causes of 
Fensterwald, even if they are, as 
Skolnick may conceive them, 
CIA causes. The U.S. espionage 
community is not a monolith, 
neither ideologically nor 
organizationally. But the time 
for elitism around the questions 
Fensterwald has associated 
himself with — the presidential 
assassinations and Watergate, 
which are of a piece — is well 
behind us; and Fensterwaid’s 
style has been nothing if not 
elitist. Nothing can save 
American democracy anymore 
but democracy. And among 
many other things, that means 
that Fensterwald should start 
telling what he knows. 


Enter Specter. Students of the — 


JFK assassination were startled 


by the late report that. 


Philadelphia attorney Arlen 
Specter will replace the 
resentful and despondent Fred 
Buzhardt as Nixon’s chief 
Watergate counsel. Specter is 
recognized as the creator of the 
so-called “‘single-bullet theory, ’ 
basic to the lone-assassin verdict 
reached by the Warren 
Commission. The problem was 
that Oswald could have fired no 
more than three rounds, that 
one of these definitely went 
astray, and that Kennedy and 
Connally had three hits between 
them. How to get three hits out 
of two rounds? 

Specter’s answer was a

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Barney Frank, the Blackout and the Tot Lot

Has Barney Frank been 
banned in Boston? 

Well, not entirely. Frank, a 
first-term state representative 
for Ward 5 (Beacon Hill-Back 
Bay), is still free to walk the 
streets. There is, however, 
persuasive evidence that Rep. 
Frank has been declared a ‘“‘non- 
person” by the Boston Herald 
American and all mention of his 
name has been ordered banished 
from the news pages of the 
Hearst publication. 

What evidence? Simply that, 
although Frank has been 
integrally involved in a number 
of the more newsworthy issues at 
the State House - racial balance, 
the MBTA subsidy bill, the 
Park Plaza fight and others - his 
name hasn’t appeared in a 
Herald Americen news story or 
column in three months. _ 

The paper has, however, 
strongly denounced Frank in 
recent editorials, indicating an 
understandabie distaste for his 
leftist leanings on the part of the 
Herald’s conservative editorial 
writers. 

One editorial, headlines, 
“Park Plaza, No. Prostitution, 


Si,” blasted Frank for opposing - 


Park Plaza while advocating 
legalized prostitution, trying to 
make the point that he is more 
concerned about whores than 
hardhats. But the Herald has 
never run a news story about 
Frank’s discovery that a two- 
thirds vote of the legislature is 
necessary for the taking of 
parkland within the project site- 
a development that threatens to 
stall the project indefinitely— 
even though, Frank says, Herald 
American State’ House 
reporter Bob Hannan has 
interviewed him on the subject 
and twice submitted stories. 


The Herald has also 
editorially criticized Frank (and 
others) for signing an ad 
condemning the Chilean coup, 
and has tried. to make that 
position and their anti-Vietnam 
war stance seem somehow 
inconsistent. “Aren’t they the 
ones,” the Herald asked, “that 
say we should stay out of other 
people’s business?” Frank wrote 
a letter to the editor in response, 
saying, “I just object to getting 
involved in other people’s 
business to the tune of half a 
million troops.”” It was never 
printed. 


Again, the ideological 
squabbling is understandable, 
and the powers-that-be at the 
Herald American must also be 
disturbed by Frank’s advocacy 
of legalized marijuana and gay 
rights. But the paper’s decision 
to blacklist him seems not to be 
the result of disgust over his 
radical politics so much as a 
personal vendetta against Frank

And the issue that brought it 
all to a head seems not to be 
prostituion, pot, or Park Plaza, 
but the great Back Bay Tot Lot 
Controversy. 


Never heard of it? That’s 
because it’s a Back Bay 
neighborhood issue that neither 
Boston daily has seen as 
important enough to write 
about. Briefly, a children’s 
playground at the corner of 
Clarendon St. and 
Commonwealth Avenue must be 
moved to make way for a 
planned 100 unit apartment 
house (which, by the way, will 
contain 25 percent low-income

housing, rather remarkable for 
the Back Bay). The 
neighborhood wants the city to 
replace the tot lot and has 
proposed a minor expansion of 
the Dartmouth St. Mall, now 
under construction, to 
accommodate it. 

But this proposal would locate 
the tot lot a half black from the 
New England Regional 
headquarters of the Jesuit 
Fathers on Dartmouth Street. 
And that, coincidentally, is 
where “Hap” Kern goes to Mass 
every Sunday. 

To make a long, boring, and 
seemingly insignificant story 
short, the Jesuits expressed 
legitimate concern about the 
proximity of the playground, 
since trucks occasionally deliver 
supplies to their headquarters, 
and there followed two months 
of negotiations between Frank, 
the Jesuits, neighborhood 
groups, and others to settle the 
dispute. 

Then, although not a line was 
ever printed about it in the 
paper, Frank and city officials 
were suddenly bombarded with 
questions about the great Tot 
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American reporters. Frank says 
he was interviewed about the tot 
lot by columnist Harold Banks, 
City Hall reporter Janice Elliott, 
and general assignment reporter 
Mike Stedman. City Hall 
sources confirm this, and report 
additionally that Stedman was 
on assignment “nosing around 
City Hall” for several days on 
the tot lot matter. 

It is doubtful that any of these 
reporters realized they were 
being used to exert influence on 
a matter in which their 
publisher had a personal, rather 
than professional, interest. 
Nevertheless, after many man 
hours devoted to an 
investigation of the tot lot 
controversy, the paper never ran 
a story. “After the third time I 
talked to a reporter for a half 
hour about the tot lot and no 
story appeared,”’ Frank said, “‘it 
occurred to me that it was a 
personal concern, so I called 
Kern and explained my position 
to him. He thanked me for 
calling.’’ Kern, ironically, is one 
of Rep. Frank’s constituents. 

The Great Tot Lot 
Controversy, although still not 
completely resolved, was hottest 
during July, August, and early 
September. In mid-September, 
the name Barney Frank 
vanished from the news pages of 
the Herald American. Indeec, 
an examination of back issues of 
the paper can pinpoint the 
paper’s change of policy within a 
few days. 

On Sept. 7, policitical 
columnist Cornelius Dalton 
wrote about Frank calling 
Senate President Kevin 
Harrington a ‘‘political 
hoodlum” because of his strong 
arm tactics during the Senate 
Redistricting squabble. The 
column was critical of Frank, 
but Frank was at least still a 


person. 

On Sept. 13, a Harold Banks 
column contained an item 
relating to the ‘‘political 
hoodlum”’ incident, saying that 
other legislators were stopping 
Frank in State House «rridors 
and saying, , an. vere 
glad you said that.” Fran was 
not only still a person, but also 
being treated somewhat fairly 
by the paper. 

The Last Straw? 

It may be, though, that the 
positive mention of Frank in the 
Banks column was the last straw 
for Kern, who was “out of state”’ 
all last week according to his 
secretary, and unavailable for 
comment. In any case, the new 
non-Frank policy went into 
effect sometime within the next 
six days. 

On Wednesday morning, 
Sept. 19, the Globe printed an 
exclusive advance story on 
major transportation legislation 
that House Speaker David 
Bartley was to reveal at a press 
conference that afternoon. The 
story, by Globe reporter Peter 
Lucas, contained the following: 

‘‘Bartley for weeks has 
conferred with Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White; MBTA 
officials; Rep. Barney Frank (D- 
Beacon Hill), 2 member of the 
legislative Committee on 
Transportation; and Rep. 
Joseph D. Early (D-Worcester), 
a member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee who 
represented the interests of the 
non-MBTA communities in 
order to work out a bill.” 

In its first edition that 
after1oon, and in all subsequent 
Thursday editions, the Hera!d 
American carried a story, with 
no by-line, that was obviously a 
direct rewrite of the Globe story. 
It followed the Lucas article, 
point by point, and then stated: 

“Vice Chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
Rep. Joseph Early of Worcester, 


was one of the key legisiacors 
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who worked with Bartley and 
(Senate President Kevin) 
Harrington and Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White in effecting the 
compromise which could come 
’ up for floor action in the House 
as early as next week.”’ 

The only piece of information 
in the Globe article that was 
missing from the Herald 
American rewrite was Barney 
Frank’s name. And, since the 
whole point of the story was that 
the bill was a piece of 
“‘compromise’’ legislation 
balancing the needs of western 
Mass. and Boston, mentioning 
Rep. Early of Worcester without 
also mentioning Rep. Frank of 
Boston as a contributor to the 
compromise makes little sense. 

Articles supplies to Frank by 
his clipping service indicate that 
since the Sept. 13 column, 
Harold Banks has not 
mentioned him once. Prior to 
that date, Frank, who 
constantly comes up with the 
kind of one-liners and anecdotes 
that Banks thrives on, enjoyed 
frequent mention in the column. 
Frank says, in fact, that Banks 
had fallen into the habit of 
calling him twice a week for 
news items; but he hasn’t called 
since. 

Frank calls his apparent 
banishment from the pages of 
one of only two remaining 
metropolitan Boston dailies “‘a 
preposterous situation,” but 


he’s not overly concerned about 
it. “It’s too bad,” he said, “that 
Hap Kern runs his paper the 
way Stalin used to edit the 
Great Soviet Encyclopedia— 
with people disappearing from 
history— but I don’t thirk it 
hurts me at all politically 
because the Globe is probably 
read 20 to | over the Herald in 
my district, and I have other 
outlets.” 

In fact, he intends to 
reproduce and circulate the 
Herald American editorial 
attacks during his re-election 
campaign. (“If they deny me 
permission to reproduce it Ill 
bootleg it and they can take me 
to court,’’ he joked.) 

Not the First Time 

This is not the first time that 
the Herald American (and its 
predecessor, the Kecord 
American) has been charged 
with using it news ;ages to 
serve the personal neec:'s of its 
mmanagement. Nor is it the 
first time, a public official has 
been declared a non-person. 

In 1967, when Albert L. 
“Dapper” O’Neil, now a city 
councilor, was running for 
mayor, his name was routinely 
left out of lists of mayoral 
candidates - the aftermath of a 
longstanding feud between 
O’Neil and the Hearst 
management that developed 
while Dapper was Licensing 
Board Chairman and did not 
cooperate with one of the 
Record’s perrennial crusades to 
clean up the Combat Zone. 

More recently, the paper ran a 
series blasting the Metropolitan 
District Commission as a 
“patronage picnic” after MDC 
Comr. Jchn Sears says he 
refused repeated requests from 
Herald American Managing 
Editor Jack McLean to grant a 
promotion to Gordon McLean- 
an MDC employee and Jack’s 
son. Jack McLean, it should be 
said, has denied Sears’ charge 
that the series was run as a 
“personal vendetta’ against 
him, but Sears was able to 
produce a memo on Record 
American stationary indicating 
McLean did use a state 
representative to apply pressure 
at the MDC on behal’ of his son. 

And a few weeks ago, after the 
Herald management became 
convinced— with some 
justification— that Mayor 
White’s press office had 
withheld a story that the mayor 
had been hospitalized with the 
flu, veteran investigative and 
police reporter Tom Sullivan 
was sent to City Hall, reportedly 
to get even. Sullivan has come 
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The Clarendon St. Plavground That Started ihe News Blackout 


up with a series of legitimate 
stories, including one stating 
accurately that, since White has 
become mayor, the number of 
employees in the mayor’s press 
office has increased four 
hundred percent. 


Now, in fairness, it may be. 


that Barney Frank, who is, after 
all, only one of 280 legislators, 
gets more press than he 
deserves. And it may be that 
Dapper O’Neil got just what he 


_ deserved in 1967, and that the 


MDC is rampant with cushy 
patronage jobs. And it certainly 


_is true that the mayor’s press 


staff has grown to outlandish 
proportions. 

The point is not whether any 
of these stories are legitimate. 
The point is that each was 
motivated by a personal 
vendetta, and that, viewed all 


together, the evidence paints a 
picture of a newspaper 
management whose members 
routinely use the paper’s 
influence to grind their personal 
axes. 

And that is a hell of a way to 
run a newspaper.

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Capturing Kohoutek 


Amateur astronomers trying 
to spot Comet Kohoutek won’t 
need any sophisticated 

~ equipment — just the naked eye, 
an outstretched palm, and a 


little basic knowledge of 


astronomy. 

The easiest way to find the 
comet this month, according to 
Dr. William Deutschman of the 
Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory, is to locate the 
bright planets Venus and 
Jupiter above the southwestern 
horizon. 

On January 6, one hour after 
sunset, the head of Comet 
Kohoutek should be located just 
below Venus, the brighter and 
lower of the two planets. On 
January 7, Kohoutek should 
appear just above Venus. And 
by January 9, it should appear 
between the two planets, above 
Venus and just below Jupiter. 

Generally, if you can now see 
the two planets from your 
backyard, roof, or other 
observation post, you should be 
able to see the comet. 

The latest observations 
indicate that Kohoutek can be 
most conveniently observed 
between January 10 and 15, 
when it should be about ist 
magnitude and have a tail 
between 10 and 20 degrees long. 

If an observer has difficulty 
finding Venus and Jupiter, he 
can approximate Kohoutek’s 
position by extending the fingers 
of the hand at arm’s length and 
placing the thumb at the point 
where the sun sets on the 
horizon. The comet should 
appear just above the tip of the 
small finger, some 15 degrees 
above the horizon. If current 
predictions are correct, the tail 
should extend at least another 
hand-span higher. 

Telescopes are not advised for 
comet observation, for their 


narrow field of view reduces the 
spectacular aspects of the comet 
and the magnification (unless of 
professional standards) 
probably provides little 
additional information. 

If any optical equipment is 
considered, binoculars should 
supply the necessary light- 
gathering capacity and low 
magnification needed for a good 
view of the comet’s head and 
long tail. 

If clear weather prevails, 
Kohoutek should be visible 
beginning at dusk 
approximately an hour on the 
evening of January 5. That 
viewing time will increase to 
about 90 minutes by January 22. 

The nine-month advance 
notice of the comet’s arrival has 
enabled astronomers and 
scientists to ready an intensive 
observation program on the 
ground and in space, including 
observations by the third crew of 
Skylab astronauts. 


Kohoutek may remain visible, 
although slightly dimmed, into 
late February, so those who 
don’t expect to be around for its 
next appearance in 75,000 years 
may want to photograph it now. 

To photograph Kchoutek, the 
amateur should: 

— Mount the camera on a 
tripod, using a lens from 28 to 90 
mm. 

— Use high speed ektachrome 
(color) or Tri-X (black and 
white) film, or other fast films. 

— Set range on “infinity.” 

— Open the lens to its widest 
aperture. 


— Take a series of time 
exposures from 7 to 60 seconds 

The best technique may be to 
try a variety of exposure times 
and have the film processed as 
soon as possible to see which is 
most successful.

Basically, a NOW account is a no-passbook, monthly- 
statement savings account that pays you interest and 
allows you to withdraw money by writing negotiable 
orders of withdrawal (NOW) that look and work like 
checks. ANOW account can be a profitable alterna- 
tive toacommercial bank checking account. We 
think you should know how this service originated, 
why it had to struggle for survival in the courts and in 
the state and federal legislatures, and how to decide 
if it's the right alternative for you. 

Before NOW. Jn most states, only commercial 
banks have been allowed to offer checking accounts 
to the public. Traditionally, these banks have charged 
service fees to offset the cost of processing checks and 
statements. Increasingly, many of these banks are 
earning enough income on the average checking 
account balance to be able to offer thern free of charge. 
None of this income can be paid to d-positors due to 
1933 legislation prohibiting the payment of interest 
on checking accounts, a law which many consumer 
advocates, and some bank regulatory authorities, 
view as outdated and unfair to the consumer.

With the 
advent of no-passbook, monthly-statement savings 
accounts, presentation of a withdrawal order at the 
bank was all that was needed to take money out. In 
June, 1972, after a lengthy legal battle, the Consumer 
Savings Bank of Worcester, Mass., was able to intro- 
duce a monthly statement savings account with 
negotiable withdrawal orders that depositors could 
use exactly as they use checks. This gave depositors 


checking account convenience on an interest-paying 
savings account, and eliminated the necessity of 
going to the bank to make withdrawals. 

The battle over NOW. The NOW account service 
was quickly adopted by many consumer-minded 
savings banks in Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire. Because it offered depositors an alternative to 
commercial bank checking accounts, the NOW 
account understandably met with opposition from 
some segments of the banking industry. After the 
legality of NOW accounts was upheld by the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court and the New Hampshire 
Banking Commissioner, the issue went to the U.S. 
Congress for a decision. Against formidable odds, the 
savings banks defended NOW accounts, receiving 
support from many NOW account holders who wrote 
urging Congress not to ban this useful service. 

NOW is here to stay. After this bitter battle, 
Congress decided that NOW accounts in Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire are a useful financial 
innovation and pose no threat to financial order. On 
August 16, 1973, President Nixon signed into law an 
Act of Congress extending the NOW account privi- 
lege to all types of banks in Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire, and giving Federal banking authorities 
the power to establish NOW account rules and regu- 
lations.. These new regulations go into effect today, 
January 1, 1974, with 5% as the new maximum NOW 
account rate which any bank can pay. 

NOW...for you? Most Massachusetts banks which 
have been offering NO W accounts charge a small 
service fee for processing each withdrawal order 
used, and pay interest at the maximum legal rate. If 
you’re used to maintaining a small balance, and you 
write many checks each month, a free checking 
account may be your best choice. But if you maintain 
a balance of more than a few hundred dollars, and/or 
you write just afew checks a month, a NOW account

Long Way 


From Tipperary 


By James S. Kunen 

(The author of ‘‘The Strawberry 
Statement,”” James Kunen has been 
covering the Middle East Situation. ) 


JERUSALEM — “What’s ten minutes 
in the desert?” Gior, our Israeli liaison 
officer asked rhetorically, minimizing the 
inconvenience he’d caused by steering us 
wrong in our search for O.P. Kerry. 

I thought ten minutes was indeed 
nothing, the desert being timeless if time 
is understood as the interval between 
events,. there being no events in the 
desert, save when the pent-up energy of 
years of no happening explodes and the 
desert becomes the “theatre”, as they 
say, of fire and blood, or history. 

There are 2€0 officers and men — 
including two priests — of the Irish 
Defence Forces on duty with the United 
Nations Emergency Force in the Sinai. 
This is a substantial contingent of an 
army which in its entirety is more than 
one-third the size of the New York City 
Police Department. The Irishmen 
volunteered for U.N. duty; in Cyprus, 
where things are quiet, you’re off-duty at 
noon, and the women, beer, and beeches 
are all plentiful. After two weeks there 
they were suddenly shipped to Cairo, 
only to be moved two weeks later to the 
Israeli Sinai. 

I was in a jeep with three of them, 
looking for some of the rest. We were 
bringing radio equipment to Observation 
Post Kerry, which was in the process of 
being set up along with O.P. Cork 
somewhere between Ismailia and 


* Kantara a few kilometers from the Suez 


Canal. We couldn’t find it. 

Captain Brennan had left his maps in 
the base camp at Rabbah, assuming that 
our Israeli Liaison officer would know the 
way. There was a delay at the outset 
while Gior and Brennan argued over who 
would sit in the front seat, Gior insisting 
he was under orders to sit nowhere else, 
Brennan unwilling to displace the padre 
who was along for the ride. 

John, a young enlisted man riding in 


back with me, allowed thet we’d drawn a . 


“‘snobbish”’ L.O. today. But on the whole 
he said the Israelis were friendly, though 
not as demonstrative about it as the 
Egyptians, who had ‘“‘jumped around like 
monkeys” in the back of their trucks 
when they saw the UNEF. The Egyptians 
he found to be “not a very interesting 
race,’ and though sympathetic to their 
“poverty and ignorance” he was put off 
by their constant scavenging around the 
camp in Cairo. 

Gior had prevailed; the padre was 
bouncing around in the back of the jeep 
with the enlisted men and me. 

The Israeli continued to have his way 
as wrong turn followed wrong turn and 
the 10 minutes became an hour. 
Wherever we went the blackened 
skeletons of armor were strewn about the 
sands like the remains of an insect war. 
Only a trained eye could distinguish from 
which war (’56, °67, °73) the ruined 
vehicles came, let alone which army. The 
whole desert was a dump as weil as a 
grave, littered with everything 
imaginable of no value. 

We were almost added to the collection 
as our driver inadvertently drove a few 
yards into Egyptian territory, then 
started to back into a mine field to turn 
around. 

We arrived at O.P. Kerry, which 
consisted of two holes in progress in the 
ground, over which a large U.N. flag 
flowed in the breeze. A couple of dozen 
Irishmen, some young, some not, 
stripped of their emerald sweaters and 
burned red, worked around and in the 
‘holes. Those in the bottom shoveled sand 
out. Those on top shoveled the shoveled- 
out sand into bags and passed it back 
down, where the sandbags were stacked 
up as inner walls for the hole. Sand thus 
organized can preserve one’s body from 
being disorganized by explosions. 


Beer All Around 


They were not working like men 
digeing for their lives, though. The O.P., 
which was supposed to have been opened 
the day before, was not going to be 
completed today, either. Though the air 
stayed cool from the freezing nights, the 
sun was hot. They took a break, sang 
“Tie a Yellow Ribbon to the Old Oak 
Tree’ and ‘It’s a Long Way to 
Tipperary.” Beer all around. 

“This is a beautiful beach when the 


tide’s out, you know?” said an older 


soldier, scanning the sand which 
stretched forever in all directions like a 
cosmic ashtray. 

I'd noticed something funny about the 
U.N. flag, and it gelled intothe fact that it 
was upside down. I pointed this out to the 
Irishmen, many of whom thought I was 
right. It was resolved to correct it 
tomorrow. 

While the others dug or rested from 
digging, one private sat with his 
automatic rifle and binoculars, on watch 
against the armies. The Irish O.P.’s are 
on the Israeli front line facing west. Four 
hundred meters west are the front lines of 
the Eygptian Second Army, and the 
Swedish UNEF O.P.’s. (The Swedes have 
the run of the Egyptian territory and the 
Irish can move about the Israeli, but they 
can’t cross.) 

Looking through the binoculars you 
could see the Egyptians crawling about 
on hands and knees, evidently burying 
mines. In the middle distance behind 
them, the naked eye saw a little building 
on a dune flanked by a couple of poles. 


I asked the man on watch, “‘What’s the 
point of putting a few men with rifles 
between two huge forces with tanks and 
planes?” 

“No one knows,” he said. 

And suppose the Egyptians started 
toward them, what would they do? 
“Report it.”” Then what? He pantomimed 
running. 

“These guns are no use to us,”’ another 
soldier said. ‘‘Anyway, if someone’s 
shooting at us we have to get permission 
from New York before we can shoot 
back.” 


Despite their precarious position the 
Irish are not very worried. The- general 
feeling among the enlisted men was that, 
should the war flare up, they would be 
evacuated within a couple of days. Asked 
if their presence was actually helping to 
avert renewed fighting, they were of the 
opinion that it was not. Israeli soldiers 
concurred. 


Tank Destroyers 


In our wanderings we stopped to look at 
a destroyed Israeli tank. Gior wanted to 
show us how small the fatal wound would 
be. He found it, a single hole, an inch and 
a half in diameter, in the turret — the 
entry ho'e of an infantry-fired guided 
missile. The rocket pierces the armor and 
explodes inside the terk, setting off the 
ammunition within. The secondary 
explosion had blown out the floor of the 
tank; the armored body of the tank had 
done an excellent job of holding in the 
explosion, wasn’t scratched, just seared 
by the inferno within. Everything inside 
no. longer existed. The guys who died 
inside never expected me to be climbing 
around on top of their scorched coffin, I 

was thinking. 

Still there are more tanks and men, 
Arab and Jew, dug in, squared off. The 
same peoples were fighting over the same 
lands millenia ago. They read about it in 
their holy books. There are new elements 
now: oil, imperialism, and 260 men from 
Ireland watching. 

An Irish officer told me the situation 
simply must be patched up. “The whole . 
world’s pissed-off over it,” he said. And 
he thought it was high time the Arabs 
recognized Israel. Of course, as an 
observer of ceasefire violations he is in a 
position of scrupulous neutrality, but one 
has one’s opinions. 

Meanwhile, the Irishmen will come for 
six month stints, rotating two weeks’ 
duty at an observation post with two 
weeks at the base camp, where they play 
volleyball with the neighboring Bedouin 
chief’s sons, go on ten mile marches 
through the dunes to keep in shape, 
watch Hollywood movies lent them by 
the Israelis, make do with Orangeboom 
Beer, a watery product of Holland, and 
hope for leave to Tel Aviv. They’re better 
off than the UNEF Peruvians down the 
road, who are ill-equipped, sleeping in 
puptents, minding the cold. 

Three days after I left the Sinai I 
happened to be in Dublin, and asked 
around what the homefront opinion was 
of the boys’ being set down between the 
warring nations in the desert. Jerry 
Quinn, a telephonist at the post office, 

expressed the consensus: “We were proud 
that they were called on to help keep the 
peace, but now noore thinks about them 
very much. We’re much too preoccupied 
with the petrol crisis.”

Some of the work that the 
panel has been doing has been 
done in Cambridge. Three weeks 
ago, the computer room at Bolt. 
Beranek and Newman Inc. on 
Moulton Street in Cambridge 
was closed to company 
employees while tests on the 
June 20 tape were being 
conducted. Richard Bolt, board 
chairman of the company and a 
sound expert is a member of the 
panel. The tapes themselves 
may not have been in 
Cambridge for more than the 
December 8th weekend, but B, 
B & N technicians have been 
steadily working on projects 
assigned by the panel. For the 
most part, the tapes have been 
held at the laboratories of 
Federal Scientific Corporation 
in West Harlem, N.Y. Mark 
Weiss, another member of the 
panel, is the firm’s vice- 
president for acoustic research. 

Panel members are forbidden 
to discuss their work on the 
tapes, but an outline of the 
various approaches that could 
be used was developed for the 
special prosecutor’s office by 
assistant MIT professor Barry 
Blesser whose research includes 


relevant areas of electrical 
engineering, acoustics and 
speech recording. 

Blesser, whose only 
connection with the Watergate 
investigators has been the one 
day he consulted with them on 
this subject, explained to the 
Phoenix that he defined three 
key areas for investigation of 
tampering; (a) the various 
electronic idiosyncrasies of the 
tape recorder that are registered 
on the tape, (b) the acoustical 
conditions under which the 
recording was made (ie. the 
location and environment of the 
microphone), and (c) the 
interrelated elements of a 
continuous speech pattern. 

Particularly in the first two 
areas, these are subjects of 
tremendously limited 
specialization. “‘There are 
probably not more than 100 
people in the whole country who 
understand all the issues 
involved in this, who could point 
out all the areas that could be 
looked into,’’ said Blesser. 
Sirica’s panel, he said, brings 
together top people in the field. 
The judge named the panel after 
its composition had been 


‘worked out between the 


prosecutors and the White 
House staff. The field is so 
limited, the special prosecutor’s 
office told the Phoenix, that 
both sides came up with the 
same names as their first four

If the speaker you are listening to sounds 
more like a loudspeaker speaking than a person speaking in a 
room, that speaker probably has some very serious problems. It 
will color the music you listen to in much the same way it colors 


voice. 


2. Applause—This is a good test for smoothness and transient 
response. Does it sound like a crowd applauding or like an un- 


differentiated wedge of noise? 


3. Neise—Tune an FM tuner off-station and listen to the hiss. 
it should sound smooth without a distinct pitched quality.

choices. Bolt is a former 
professor of acoustics at MIT. 
Weiss has developed techniques 
for reducing background noise 
and other interference on speech 
recordings in order to increase 
the detectability and 
intelligibility of speech. Other 
panel members: Franklin 
Cooper, adjunct professor of 
linguistics at the University of 
Connecticut and one of the 
pioneers of speech analysis; 
James Flanagan, Bell 
Laboratories, a specialist in the 
digital coding of speech; John G. 
McKnight, consultant to the 
Dictaphone Corporation, 
involved in specifying standards 
for tape recorders; Thomas 
Stockham, professor of 
computer science at the 
University of Utah, a specialist 
in the processing of sound and 
pictures with digital methods. 

The major technical i*-.e to 
be addressed by the panel is 
whether the tapes have been 
tampered with, edited, or 
changed in any way. If this has 
been done with less than the 
most sophisticated skill, experts 
say the panel will be able to find 
it. Blesser used a typewriter 
analogy to explain. Every letter 
of a typewriter has little 
idiosyncrasies that can be seen 
with a magnifying glass, chips 
and bumps, and most iand a 
little differently on a piece of 
paper. While it’s not too difficult 
to copy the letter “a” as a 
particular typewriter prints it, 
to do the whole alphabet and 
have every counterfeit character 
identical to the typewriter being 
copied is a monumental task. 
This, several steps up the level 
of complexity, is what an 
attempt to tamper with the 
tapes would entail. 

“But yes,” he admits, ‘“‘you 
probably could counterfeit if you 
had sufficient time, money and 
expertise.” 

“The problem with science,” 
said Blesser, “is that you can 
practically never say the answer 
to anything is a perfect yes or 
no. You look at an experiment 
and say the results of this not 
happening this way is 1 in a 
1000. But in a court is that 
enough? The difficulty is to 
make an assertion of sufficient 
strength that it wili hold up ir a 
court. 

“You could perhaps send the 
(“‘buzzed’’) June 20 tape to the 
CIA and they could perhaps tell 
you what was said. But their 
approach would be different. 
They would just want to know 
what was said, period. The court 
wants to know with the certainty 
that 100 men would hear the 
same thing. It’s a very different 
proposition. The CIA would 


adopt a lower criteria of 
intelligibility. 

“It’s entirely conceivable,” 
speculates Blesser, “that the 
conversation under the buzz 
could be recovered to the point 
that it might be played in 
Sirica’s private chambers but 
would never be heard in an open 
courtroom. Or that it could be 
used by the Special Prosecutor 
as a guide to other evidence, yet 
could never be evidence itself.” 

Blesser guesses there is a five 
percent chance of the “‘buzzed- 
out” conversation ever being 
heard in open court, and only a 
15 percent chance of it ever 
being useful at ail. 

The reconstruction, he said, is 
the most difficult problem 
confronting the panel. Given 
that they have said, after a 
preliminary examination, that 
they think success is doubtful, 
we can assume that the most 
obvious techniques are useless. 

If the “head” — the actual 
point where the recording is 
coded on the tape — of the 
machine used to record the buzz 
over the conversation was not 
compltely clean, particles or 
grease or gunk may have lifted 
the head away from the tape 
leaving a thin strip of unerased 
material on the tape. Or, if the 
tape was imperfectly aligned on 
the tape, there may be a strip 
unerased along the edge of the 
tape. 

Putting aside the rudimentary 
techniques, the panel 
apparently is now attempting to 
use a sophisticated signal 
enhancement process. The buzz 
is electronically separated and 
then the unintelligible ‘‘noise”’ 
or hiss that remains is processed 
in such a way as to build on the 
fundamental sound structure 
that can be isolated from the 
previous recording — if, indeed, 
the hiss still contains that 
fundamental sound structure. 

The buzz on the marred tape 
has three distinct sounds; there 
is a medium-pitched hum for 5 
1/2 minutes, then there is a 
noticeable drop in pitch and 
volume interrupted sporadically 
by a series of clicking noises. 
“Even if the hum obliterated the 
conversation,’”’ notes Blesser, ‘‘it 
left a perfect signe! to test to 
determine which machine 
recorded it onto tie tape.” 

The sort of tests B'lesser 
envisions as able to identify the 
machine used to record the buzz 
(or which machine didn’t) are 
key elements in the 
investigation he proposed to 
check for tampering on the 
tapes. 

A tape machine leaves several 
distinguishing marks when it 
records, several of them show on 


the tape as a recorded pattern — 
irregular recording efficiency, or 
fluctuations in the recording 
speed — the result of normally 
imperceptable mechanical 
imperfections. The angle of the 
recording head being slightly off 
vertical leaves a pattern; the 
difference in wear between the 
top and the bottom half of the 
recording head leaves a pattern, 
the capstain — the wheel that 
moves the tape through the head 
— is never perfectly engineered 
and because it is not perfectly 
round there is a ‘‘wow and 
flutter” effect caused by slight 
variations in the tape speed. 
(Blesser invented the device 
that registers wow and flutter.) 
While none of these patterns 
is absolutely unique to a 
machine, the combination of 
them should serve to identify 
Miss Wood’s machine as the 
source of the buzz or to tell 
Sirica if more than one machine 
was used. Each of these patterns 
has a periodic form, a strong 
point and a weak point, and like 
the top and bottom of a hill, 
there is a pattern that can be 
graphed like the slope of a hill 


_between them. This means that 


throughout a!l the tape there is 
this complex overlay of signal 
patterns, each with a steady and 
precise relationship to all other 
points of the same pattern and a 
constant relationship to the 
other signals, audible and 
inaudible, recorded over it. 

The difficulty in 
counterfeiting or editing parts of 
a tape is in maintaining this 
precise pattern of superimposed 
signals. It is in this pattern that 
the Sirica panel seeks evidence 
of tampering. There are other 
patterns besides those 
mentioned: the 60 hertz cycle of 
normal alternating current 
leaves a pattern, the voice- 
activated White House machine 
would have left a pattern of 
“start transients” going from 
tapes at rest (off) to recording 
speed that would have effected 
all other signal patterns, a 
“cold” machine and a heated up 
machine leave different 
electronic footprints. 

‘Probably the most useful 
electronic fingerprint left by the 
recording machine is the bias 
frequency, a hiv’: frequency the 
machine automatically adds toa 
recording to allow for a smooth 
linear audible tone. In the same 
way that gray newspaper 
pictures are produced by a 
complex pattern of white and 
black dots, some sounds require 
the bias frequency to form them. 
The bias frequency, although 
extremely difficult to recover 
tape run through, a high speed

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Welfare Considers Cutting Initial Needs Funds 


By Sharon Basco 


Citizens jammed into the 
Gardner Auditorium recently to 
testify against Initial Needs 
fund cuts now being considered 
by the state Department of 
Public Welfare. (Initial Needs 
monies, available through Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children, provide essential 


furniture and products to set up - 


a household during the first 30 
days on Welfare.) 

Robin Carabin, 19, was on 
Welfare for almost a year before 
she found a job. “I testified 
about how important the Initial 
Needs funds are to someone 
going on Welfare... someone who 
doesn’t own a thing,” she said. 
“T went on (Welfare) with 
nothing. I was four months 
pregnant when I left my 
boyfriend. Couldn’t stand the 
strain. And I couldn’t work 
because I was sickly. So I had to 
goon Welfare. 

“The first month I was able to 
buy some furniture— a bed, 
chairs, couch, crib, things like 
that- and pots and pans, dishes, 
linens. That was Initial Needs 
money. And without that money 
I would have been sleeping on 
the floor. Nowhere.”’ 

Robin and her six-month-old 
daughter Eva don’t have that 
furniture anymore. Their 
apartment was destroyed in the 


Chelsea fire. Robin explained 
their financial problems to 
Commissioner Steve Minter at 
the hearing. 

“IT can’t imagine what I 
possibly would have done, living 
on $219 a month... I couldn’t 
have bought furniture, 
bedding... no way. As it is now I 
have to use my flat grant ($78 
every three months is the 
Welfare clothing allowance for 
Robin and Eva) to make up the 
difference. I come out short 
every month, by $24.20. In three 
months that adds up to $72.60. 
That means we have only $5.40 
every three months left over for 
clothing when all the bills are 
finally paid,”’ she said. 

Further Welfare cuts won’t 
moke it any easier. That was the 
essence of the testimony at the 
hearings, but it wasn’t the whole 


story. Welfare recipients, social — 


workers, and a battery of 
lawyers counseling them feel 
that Initial Needs cutbacks are 
only the beginning. 

“By March the department 
will be doing away with other 
supplemental funds. We can see 
what decisions are going to 
follow if they’re allowed to cut 
Initial funds,” one attorney said. 
“Other extra items on the 
budget will go— things like 
excess rent money and special 
diets. 

“Imagine if you lived in 
Roxbury, and were just scraping 
by on the rent allowance. Then 
they cut back on the 
supplemental Welfare funds and 
you have to make do with $25 
less rent a month. Or imagine 
having a disease or condition 
that required a special diet, and 
it just happens that the Welfare 


money that you depend on for - 


your special diet gets cut. You'd 
be in trouble. 

“This Initial Needs cutback is 
only the beginning. These 
people know that. They’re 
damned scared.” 


Commissioner Minter is 
expected to flatten out the 
Initial Needs funds — to spread 
the money throughout the state 
by giving recipients whatever 
amounts to an average share of 
the total. The flat payment — 
after the averaging — comes to 
$31.97 a month. Some recipients 
will end up with larger checks 
than they’re receiving now, and 
others will have to make do with 
less than they’ve been entitled 
to under Welfare regulations. 
Families in Western 
Massachusetts could end up 
better off. Their rents aren't 
astronomica!. But for Welfare 


recipients in the city the picture 
is grim. 


Why cut back on Initial 
Needs? The Department of 
Public Welfare has implied that 
it’s all a matter of paperwork. 
Social workers have been 
making too many mistakes on 
their itemized lists of special 
needs for Welfare recipients. It 
does make sense, in a 
roundabout way, to divvie up 
the funds and forget the 
paperwork that determines what 
each particular share will be. 
Then, one can reason, the social 
workers would spend less time 
with the pen and more time on 
the job. But since every family’s 
needs are different, and since 
five mouths can be hungrier 
than two, giving each family the 
same share of the pie seems 
unreasonable.

imagination. One of the bullets, 
he argued, entered Kennedy’s 
back on a downward slant from 
the sniper’s nest on the sixth 
floor of the Texas Book 
Depository building behind him, 
somehow turned upwards from 
its downward path through 
Kennedy to exit at the neck, 
coming out through the knot of 
his tie, then resuming its 
downward flight to bore through 
Connally’s arm, then his thigh. 
and finally come to rest in the 
stretcher, where it was 
discovered by one of the cop 
types at the hospital — showing 
no weight loss and no distortion, 
for all its terrible travels. 

This single-bullet theory is an 
inexpendable part of the lone-

Continuing Mysteries of 
Hughes. The November Esquire

there was no proof. Between 
Esquire’s presstime and 
publication, of course, the Ervin 
committee and the Cox- 
Jaworski staff both discovered 
the Hughes trail and 
encountered immediately 
intense resistance from Hughes 
Tool (Chester Davis) in their 
efforts to see where it led. 

My delight in predicting a real 
outcome from theory and a few 
splinters is irrepressible even 
though the affair is such a 
dismal one. The darker side of it 
is that at the same time the 
Ervin committee’s energy seems 
to be falling off. We are 
reminded that no one has ever 
yet succeeded in writing and 
getting published a full-length 
political-economic portrait of 
the Hughes empire. The Senator 
Brewster committee tried ai the 
end of World War II, but Hughes 
treated it with contempt. 
Countless writers tried and 
either to write their 
projected books or to get them 
published. And if the report is 
true that it was Cox’s curiosity 
about Nixon’s Hughes 
connection that ultimately got 
him sacked, and not the tapes 
dispute as such, then one must 
wonder at the coincidence that 
has the Ervin investigators, too. 
like all those who went before 
them, first stumbling onto the 
Hughes’ path, then starting to 
falter and lose the thread.

machine like the White House’s 
Sony 800B ($279.95), is 
extremely difficult to 
“reconstruct”’ in patching up an 
editing job because its 
periodicity is in phase with both 
the audible recording and all 
other signal patterns. 


The other two lines of 
investigation that the panel is 
considering are the acoustics of 
the recording situation and an 
analysis of speech factors. 


Science Magazine writer 
Nicholas Wade, who wrote an 
article that is the basis for much 
of this analysis, notes that voice 
prints or spectograms register 
basic sounds of speech as three 
principal frequencies called 
formants. The precise shape of 
the formants in each should he 
i: luenced by those of the 
preceeding sound. ‘‘Thus,”’ 
wrote Wade, “if the word ‘not’ 
were excised from the phrase 
‘He was not involved,’ the 
formants of the ‘i’ sound would 
still indicate the the ‘i’ had 
actually been preceeded by a ‘t’, 
not an ‘s’.”” 

There is also a pattern of 
intonation in continuous speech 
that rises and falls through 
continuous speech. To remove or 
add a word or sound would 
disrupt this pattern. 


The acoustical approach 
isolates the dominant resonance 
picked up by the recording 
microphone or the various 
patterns of resonance picked up 
by the several microphones used 
simultaneously. One of the Oval 
Office microphones was in a 
drawer, another was hidden in a 
clock — each should be able to 
be isolated. Tracking these 
patterns through the tapes 
should identify anything that 
was not recorded in exactly the 
same way. 


Upon investigation, it seems 
that super-sophisticated tape 
editing uses a awesomely 
complicated and arcane 
technology that is only a little 
bit more comprehensible to the 
average Liv Tayor addict than 
Merlin’s smokebombs were to 
Guinevere. Doing a perfect job 
tampering with a tape seems an 
accomplishment comparable to 
removing a center wire in a worn 
brillow pad and replacing 
everything else exactly as it was 
when you began.

At first his 
principal function with the Judson 
Poets’ Theater was that of organizer. 
Then he began writing music for 
some of the shows. Before long he had 
reached the status of house 
composer. 

He had studied piano as a kid, and 
he recalls the recordings of Bessie 
Smith as having made an especially 
strong impression. Somewhere along 
the line, though, he seems to have 
gotten into just about every popular 
song style of this century, and some 
of the last century too. He’s an 
amalgamation of Broadway show 
tunes and gospe! and blues and folk 
and rock --- whatever style seems to 
suit the particular scene he’s working 
on. 

Al Carmines makes songs the way 
a mamma guppy makes baby 
guppies, and he’s getting to be known 
as Fun -City’s answer to Johann 
Sebastian Bach, a notion that. has + 
gained steam in recent years as he 


an off-Brvadway house, seems well 
on its way to achieving institutional 
status. Its title — a classic case of 
letting-it-all-hang-out — is The 
Faggot. 


has turned to writing not merely 
music but entire shows — music, 
lyrics, and book. 

Nor does his participation end 
there. Always in view during 
performance, he sits at a piano 
between audience and stage. He 
accompanies, he sings, he narrates, -° 
he sometimes even climbs onstage 
and acts a role. The moment he 
comes out to his piano, there’s no 
mistaking him — that pudgy 
physique, those button eyes. 
Describing him is tricky, though. A 
Time Magazine piece once likened 
him to “‘an innocent, cherubic, Oscar 
Wilde,” but one of my friends thinks 
he locks more like Gertrude Stein. 
Like I say, it’s tricky. 

It’s also tricky trying to predict 
what his next show will be about. 
Anything goes at Judson. It hasn’t 
been so long ago that one production 
-~ not one of Carmines’ — converted 
the Dracula story into a ritualistic 
orgy, a black mass pure and simple, 
replete with a naked woman lying 
spread-legged on an altar while 
communicants lined up, approached 
singly, and bestowed a kiss right on 
home base. What must those good 
Baptists think? Are the angels aware 
of the gargoyles? In the great old 
cathedrals, the gargoyles knew their 
place. At Judson you sometimes 
wonder whether they rule the roost. 

Carmines’ own shows, never that 
extreme, nonetheless cover quite a 
gamut of topics — from anarchists to 
basketball players, from the San 
Francisco Earthquake of 1906 to a 
chronicle of Gertrude Stein’s family. 
He is used to people criticizing him 
for not making like a good clergyman 
and confining himself to religious 
topics. To this, Carmines retorts that_ 


This from a clergyman? Isn’t that a 
wee bit stark — a little like pissing in 
the vestibule? Well, Al’s been getting 
into Gay Liberation — though he 
quickly denies that he’s out to turn 
out a propaganda piece for gay rights. 
“Art is what you do when you come 
home from the demonstration,” he 
says. 

So what he’s turned out is a revue 
of songs and sketches, a structure 
well suited to his purpose, which is to 
satirize a variety of sexual hangups, 
particularly the hangups of 
homosexuals. Unblinkingly, he 
presents us with homosexual guilt 
and self-loathing. A skit involving 
those skin-headed charmers the Hari- 
Krishna kids, shows them doing 
battle with their suppressed drives. 
“Kiss with the breeze of holiness, but 
not the stormy wind of passion,’”’ they 
urge another. But somehow, all 
hibuscus-worship to the contrary, 
those kisses have a way of getting out 
of hand — whereupon the Hari- 
Krishna song, bane of downtown 
street corners, abruptly gives way to 
a brasher tune climaxing with the 
line “Anything’s better than being a 
faggot!”

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Film: As Visceral asa Nightmare

The most basic problem to be 
faced in making a technically 
competent screen version of The 
Exorcist — which William 
Friedkin (The French 
Connection) has certainly done 
— was that of how to do certain 
parts of it at all. When I spoke 
briefly with Friedkin about it 
during the early pre-production 
stage two years ago, he seemed 
interested in levitation — not 
the nature of the phenomenon, 
but rather how it could be 
convincingly simulated for the 
camera. The finished film 
reflects his craftstmanship and 
attention to detail far more so 
than it does any distinctive 
approach to his material, and on 
that basis his film becomes very 
easy to find fault with. 

However, The Exorcist is far 
and away the best and most 
provocative of this season’s new 
releases, tremendously 
affecting, as visceral as a 
nightmare. Its flaws are really 
only flaws of omission. What 
Friedkin left out would have 
made this a better film, but 
what remains is quite well done 
and easily potent enough to 
stand on its own. 

What’s missing, first and 
foremost, is a crucial feeling of 
community. The characters of 
William Peter Blatty’s novel 


interrelated, and when the 
horror of demonic possession 
overcame one of them, that 
horror posed an implicit threat 
to all the others too. The battle, 
as the aged exorcist Merrin tells 
the troubled young priest Karras 
(in the novel, but not in the 
film), is not so much for the soul 
of 12-year-old Regan MacNeil as 
it is for the souls of everyone 
around her. But the film has 
trinnmed away the book’s 
material very evenly, so that al! 
relationships suffer instead of 
just a few: Merrin’s faith and 
Karras’ doubts, Lieutenant 
Kinderman’s”7 gradual 
acceptance of the impossible, 
Chris MacNeil’s tenacity and 
the loyalty of those around her, 
Burke Dennings’ whole 
personality, have all evaporated 
from the final version. And the 
threat is therfore strictly 
confined to Regan, the suspense 
is reduced to that of how much 
more ghastly she can become, 
the final confrontation is bereft 
of its full apocalyptic fury. 

The Exorcist runs two hours, 
but it should have been much 
longer; there is a sense to it that 
certain other crucial scenes were 
shot but later held back out of 
misguided concern for the 
running time. The progression of 
Regan’s malady is unnecessarily 
abrupt, as is the film’s final 
resolution, and Regan’s demon 
would have been far more 
transfixing if some of his more 
revealing dialogue and behavior 
had been left intact. Also, the 
Lieutenant Kinderman of the 
book serves a very necessary 
function — a rational force who 
eventually realizes he must bow 
out in the face of higher 


authority — while in the film 
he’s just another cop who, as is 
becoming more and more 
fashionable these days, behaves 
like Columbo. 

The problem of omissions is 
far more pivotal to The Exorcist 
than it might be to the screen 
adaptation of a more 
commonplace bestseller, 
something that Blatty (who was 
reportedly locked out of the 


settings vivid, his shots 
elegantly framed. The 
soundtrack is stunning. He gets 


good performances out of 


everyone, an exceptional one out 
of Ellen Burstyn (as Chris), and 
Max Von Sydow brings a perfect 
combination of physical frailty 
and spiritual intensity to the 
title role, especially in his final 
scenes. 

Friedkin’s overall style is 


overly vague. He has certainly 
adapted what there is of his style 
to the demands of this story; he 
hardly directs it like another 
battle between police and 
pushers on the streets of New 
York City. On the other hand, 
he hardly treats it like a feverish 
struggle between God and the 
devil on the battleground of the 
human spirit, either. Friedkin 
emerges from this film, as he has

what do you want from my life? 
You were an atrocious book 
someone shoved into my hands 
on. an airplane, and now you 
have the audacity. to be a much 
better movie than I was willing 


to anticipate (partly because of 


your source and partly because 
of your producer-director). 

From up there at the rear of 
the second balcony, where 
Paramount Pictures stuck me 
for the preview screening 
(doubtlessly so that I would 
appreciate what it feels like to 
be a seagull), I could tell that 
what you had done to the life of 
director Hall Bartlett was much 
more important than what you 
had done to me. You had turned 
out to be the perfect Bartlett 
project: visually lyrical, 
exploitably liberal —- in a wishy- 
washy, nineteenth century 
Romantic sort of way — 
narratively slight, and semi- 
documentary to boot. (Some of 
Bartlett’s other films are 
Changes, The Caretakers, and 
Unchained.) 

Indeed, you are a better 
tribute to Bartiett as producer 
than as director, because as 
producer he brought together 
the land-based photographer, 
Jack Couffer, and the air-borne 
ones, MacGillvray and 
Freeman; the animal trainers, 


Ray Berwick and Gary Gero; the 
special optical effects people at 
Westheimer, Inc.; and the 


* various sound people and editors 


who created for your celluloid 
self an immense sensual beauty. 
a feature absent from your 
original paper incarnation. 

Of course, you still speak a 
puerile line, though it’s nice to 
speculate how marvelous you 
might have sounded had 
Stephen Vincent Benet, who 
was quite handy at lyrical 
narration tracks for 
documentary films, put the 
words in your mouth (as it were) 
rather than Bartlett and 
Richard Bach. But the truly 
clever marketing aspect of your 
ponderings and peregrinations is 
that they are ultimately so 
abstract that any consumer of 
book or film can attach to them 
any darned interpretation 
whatsoever, be it religious, 
political — right or left wing (no 
pun intended) — metaphysical. 
or what have you. 

Apart from the direction of 
the unnamed actors who speak 
your lines in portentous 
whispers and clamorous 
hysteria, Neil Diamond’s music 
and lyrics are your weakest 
characteristic. The brasses 
which express your optimism at 
dawn, the solo string line for 
your lonesome maturity, the 
string symphony for your 
celestial flock are poor program 
music indeed. The lyrics are 
never out of your philosophical 
depth to be sure: ‘Lonely 
looking sky, makes you wonder 
why.”’ They have a nasty, self- 
important, moral tone, although 
his upbeat ““Skybird” may make 
it. 

Jonathan, I am glad to learn 
that ‘‘no seagull is an island,”’ a 
truism oft stated, but ne’er so 
well,. though Chang’s advice 
that you become a “perfect 
idea’”’ is a little beyond my 
comprehension.

Lib, living with his lover very 
much in the open, is concerned 
about how the boss has been 
overworking himself. He offers 
to arrange for some relaxation — 
maybe a date. But for the 
Secretary of State, an older 
man, Gay Lib has come about 
five years too late. He has no 
desire to come out of the closet. 
He notes how, after the 
Emancipation Proclamation, 
some slaves chose to remain 
with their masters. “It’s strange 
how you can get very attached to 
secrecy.” he observes, then goes 
home for an evening of 
magazines and masturbation, 
all to the choral number “I'll 
Take My Fantasy.” 

Verily, the Reverend Al has 


written none of this while he was 
out demonstrating. It’s easy to 
see how this combination of 
touchy subject matter and 
satirical viewpoint could offend 
a hell of a lot of people. Yet 
people are packing the theater 
every night to see it. Maybe The 
Faggot is the show we’ve all been 
waiting for. 

On the other hand, maybe it 
isn’t. Al has also been on the 
receiving end of demonstrations, 
There was that version of 
Aristophanes’ Peace he and his 
company put on, with everybody 
in blackface, which was forced 
to close when angry blacks 
picketed the church. 


Al is having problems again. 
Though many kind things have 
been said and written about The 
Faggot, it has also drawn some 
heavy flak from others who 


consider it a put-down of 


homosexuality. Walter Kerr in 


The New York Times, 
describing its intent as ‘a plea 
for understanding,” 
knock it for spending 
part of the evening offering the 
audience reasons for not going 
gay.” Echoing him is Arthur 
Sainer in The Village Voice, who 
writes: ‘‘For a revue that aspires 
to celebrate the manifestations 
of all possible loves, homosexual 
and sodomistic as well as 
heterosexual, there is an almost 
total lack of sensuality ... 
the difficulty lies in the fact that 
Carmines has chosen to treat 
homosexuality not as a 
liberating erotic force but as a 
social and psychological 
problem.” 

But all this is like criticizing 
apples for not being bananas. 
Kerr notwithstanding, Carmines 
has not aimed for an evening of 
Gay Lib agitprop. He’s gone 
beyond the notion that

homosexual characters must 
spend their entire time onstage 
“pleading for understanding.” 
He’s taken homosexuality out of 
the courtroom and put it back in 
the bedroom where it belongs, 
and where special pleading 
becomes irrelevant. He’s not 
proclaiming ‘different strokes 
for different folks,’’ he’s 
scrutinizing the strokes 
themselves. Being a satirist, his 
approach may at times seem a 
bit cold-blooded; but the Voice 
critic is equally off-target in 
demanding sensuality where 
sensuality is not the matter at 
hand. Did he really expect a 
show with so face-slapping a 
title as The Faggot to be a 
celebration of anything? 

J don’t want to get overly 
fancy in dealing with so loosely- 
structured, free-wheeling a 
show, but could one not view it 
as an attempt at light-hearted 


psychodrama, a_ kind of 
theatrical. exorcism, making us 
face the devils within us that we 
might ease their hold? Hence 
the opening chant by the chorus, 
angrily barking out ‘faggot, 
queer,” and proceeding through 
all the nasty synonyms, a litany 
of hate. The kind of liberal, 
humanitarian sentiments that 
Kerr would like to hear 
resounding through every song 
and every scene is something 
.Carmines makes us work for.

It has been suggested that the 
seagull is actually a white 
plastic kite being flown by a 
strange dark child who lives 
alone on the beach of jagged grey 
rocks. Little credence is given to 
this suggestion, however, and 
the seagull remains in the mind 
essentially a seagull. Which is as 
it should be. 


I take care to note that the 
seagull has a yellow bill. I 
describe the seagull in exact 
detail. In this way I bring the 
seagull to life. Why I want to 
bring the seagull to life is not 
known. Perhaps can never be 
known. Do I wish I were a 
seagull? That cannot be; I don’t 
like fish. If I were a seagull, and 
did not like fish, could I 
purchase a hot meal at one of 
the various national chain 
restaurants?

The seagull alights on the grey 
beach a few yards ahead of me. I 
note that his is a ring-billed gull, 
genus Larus, species 
delawarensis.

Same 
day as seagull.” 


The seagull struts donwn 
beach in front of me, pecking at 
the seaweed, stopping 
occasionally at things of 
interest. I find this behavior 
disturbing. I tell the seagull of 
my feelings. He smiles at me, 
but says nothing. 


I am walking barefooted; the 
beach is rocky. The soles of my 
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feet are bleeding eagerly from 
the slashes the rocks have made. 
I feel this is unfortunate, 
although not critically so. I 
consider lodging a complaint 
against the rocks, but | realize 
that my case is slight. I should 
have worn shoes. 

The seagull stops walking and 
stretches out on the sand, his 
feet pointing skyward. He looks 
to me to be dead. I question him 
on the matter. He replies that he 
is not dead; he says he is merely 
evening out his suntan. His legs 
are orange, the same shade 
(““Sunburst’’) as my living room 
rug. His stiff legs remind me 
that seagulls do not have knees. 
I ask him if the lack of knees has 
hindered him in any way. He 
gives me an oblique reply, 
quoting Gabriel Marcel, ‘* ‘I am 
my possibilities” ” “Do you 
think you will, at some time, 
develop knees?” I ask. “It is 
possible,” he says, turning on 
his side and extending a black- 
tipped wing. “‘It is possible.” 

I see that a pinkish tinge is 
developing on his white chest. 
“Would you care to use my 
suntain oil?’’ I ask. “Skin 
cancer, you know.” ‘Yes,’’ he 
says, reaching for the bottle, 
smearing the oil on his feathers, 
“T know.” 


then tells me of a friend of his 
who, upon going to places he has 
never been before, is unfailingly 
greeted with a “Hello, again,” 
or, “So nice to see you once 
more.”

“Good-bye,” I say, 
half-lifting a hand. “Good-bye,” 
he echoes, jumping hurriedly 
into the wind, soaring silently 
over the night.

Music: Stuck in Ferguslie Park

Various rock performers have 
attempted, through song, to 
probe and describe the singular 
nature of their occupation but 
until Stealers Wheel’s Ferguslie 
Park no one had spent an entire 
album doing it. The creators of 
the picaresque hit single “Stuck 
In The Middle With You” 
(Gerry Rafferty and Joe Egan 
and, as the album jacket has it, 
“their songs, their voices, their 
Guitars, Pianos, Mandolins and 
Kazoos — and featuring their 
Organs’’), are shown to us on the 
cover as chubby, puckish figures 
lounging on a bull at the 
entrance to a surreal amusement 
area — Ferguslie Park. They 
have apparently been breaking 
up and reforming as a band for a 
number of years now. Having 
had more than their fair share of 
rock ‘n’ roll hassles they are 
more than well equipped to tell 
us of the evils that lurk 
backstage but, perhaps stunned 


by the longevity of their 
internecine warfare, they can 
talk of little else. 


There is no romantic content 
here, no songs of love lost or 
gained. For all its attendant 
benefits, the world of the rock 
musician is a man’s world, a 
place of rehearsals and hassles, 
common aspirations and 
common fears, closed to all 
outsiders, including women. 
Rock ’n’ roll bands, with 
extraordinarily few exceptions, 
are a male phenomenon, an 
expression of a peculiarly male 
relationship to society. With the 
Beatles’ film, ‘“‘Hard Day’s 
Night,’’ the notion of rock 
stardom had been crystallized: a 
group of buddies, having a grand 
old locker-roomish time by 


themselves, achieve enormous 
sexual power (witness the potent 
image of hordes of young 
English schoolgirls running after 
the Beatles’ departing train) by 
playing simple, highly rhythmic 
music onstage. That notion, 
implanted in the minds of 
growing boys, has led to 
thousands and thousands of 
encampments, here and in 
England, of adolescent and post- 
adolescent young men trying to 
create bands of star quality. 

The dream is, of course, a 
cruel one. Countless 
impediments stand in the way of 
an imitation of the Beatles’ 
success, the overriding one being 
a lack of talent. But even for 
relatively talented groups the 
road is not smooth, end 
Ferguslie Park deals with almost 
every pothole on the long and 
winding path. The album opens 
with “Good Businessman” — 
the cry of a performer wounded 
by his manager, who says “I can 
make you rich, I can make you a 


name / Promise you the world if 


yo'll play my game / If you don’t 
want to play don’t bother me / 
That’s why I’m a good 
businessman.”’ The experience 
is widely shared. According to 
“Hard Day’s Night” all you had 
to do was have a good time — 
the manager’s job was to cater to 
your every whim. In real life, 
more often than not, the young 
musician is an adjunct to the 
commercial aspirations of his 
“businessman.” 

“Wheelin’,”” with a chorus 
suggesting the band’s name, 
could be Stealers Wheel’s theme 
soug. The protagonists, 
presumably Egan and Rafferty, 
talk through the night in an 


effort to straighten out the 


warps in the group’s fabric, but 
when they get onstage together 
the next day everything falls 
apart once more. “What More 
Could You Want” sees the 


fellows again onstage, petrified 


all would do.”’ 

Ferguslie Park’s second side, 
musically more noteworthy than 
the first, also takes a broader, 
less incident-centered approach 
to the life of a rock musician. 
“Blind Faith” describes the

genesis of the band “back in 
’64.”” ““Nothing’s Gonna Change 
My Mind” sets the tedium of a 
regular job against the freedom 
of the travelling life while the 
extraordinarily lovely 
“Steamboat Row” tells of the 
debilitating drudgery 
experienced by the singer’s 
miner father. “Back On My Feet 
Again” and “Everything Will 
Turn Out Fine” (the current 
single) are statements of 
resurrection, a mite shallow and 
glib, as if they cloak an uneasy 


fear that any resurrection will be 


short-lived. What lends the 
second side veracity and depth 
is the remarkable “Who Cares,” 
Gerry Rafferty’s evocation of a 
frustrated musician's 
quotidian reality. Sandwiched 
between the above-mentioned 
upbeat songs near the end of the 
album, it begins: 


“You get so tired of chasing 
dreams, 

You think that nothing’s true, 
You start to question everything 
Everything you do, 

You feel scared but you don’t 
know why 

So you tell yourself you're doing 
alright 

Sick of all the empty days 

That make you so afraid of the 
night.” 


A better expression of rock ‘n’ 
roll angst has never been 
written. 

The completely successful 
rock musician has payed these 
kind of dues, but the face he 
shows the public is naturally one 
of a winner. The aspirant 
described by Rafferty, though, is 
totally alone, facing his future 
with an unproven skiil, buoyed 
only by a cinema dream and, 
occasionally, a love of music. 
Even if he’s lucky enough to 
play for pay at night, he faces 
days of boredom, days out of 
kilter with the working world, 
days which, when aggravated by 
nights of unemployment, 
produce the desperation of the 
aptly titled Cares.” 

There is much to recommend 
this album musically. Egan and’ 
Rafferty have thin, nasal voices, 
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Country Cambridge: Bluegrass and

Like all the best bluegrass 
group leaders, Ralph Stanley, 
the Clinch Mountains’ 
contribution to Cambridge 
culture last week was making a 
little on-stage fun of his 
accompanists. 

“Now y’all shouldn’t laugh at 
Rick Lee,” said deadpan Ralph 
of his guitarist in the flat, 
southwest Virginia twang he 
brought to the Harvard Square 
Theatre Tuesday. “Rick didn’t 
have the education you people 
have had. Didn’t have the 
chance to go to college. Why he 
only went to the third grade in 
North Carolina.” 

Ralph paused, people 
wondered a bit, and then, 
without breaking a grin, Ralph 
added. “Yup, he left the third 
grade and came up to Boston 
and started teaching high 
school.” 

It’s doubtful that the best old- 
time mountain music singer in 
the country was exceptionally 
well-versed in the vagaries of 
Boston schools — how many 
students can’t read, how many 
teachers can’t teach. 
Nevertheless, Ralph’s yarn was 
a good lesson for those, like some 
of the 500 plus at the concert, 
who are discovering bluegrass 
post-Deliverance. Few who've 
seen the film forget the opening 
scene. Burt Reynolds is 
dickering with the rustic 
mountain men, when suddenly 
an under-nourished looking grit 
(that’s Southern for “‘cracker’’) 
begins picking away on a fretless 
banjo that looks like a converted 
cereal box. Naturally he’s an 
idiot savant of the five-string, 
and soon all the quaint locals are 
stomping their feet and, like 
American Gothic gone funky, 
are shaking their coveralls all 
around the set. 

The noble savage theory may 
work well for James Dickey, 
but as Ralph Stanley indirectly 
pointed out, it’s not true, and 
much resented by mountain folk 
neither ignorant nor much awed 
vy Harvard Square. “Dueling 
Banjos” can’t possibly be played 
on a fretless mini-banjo, and, as 
Tuesday’s double bill of Ralph 
Stanley and the Clinch 
Mountain Boys with the 
Newgrass Revival made clear, 
there is no lack to the breadth, 
subtleties and complications of 
what is so often patronized as 
redneck music. 

The show was the most 
ambitious undertaking in the 
five-year history of non-profit 


Boston Area Friends of 
Bluegrass (BAFOB). It 
successfully presented to a 
growing Boston bluegrass 
audience something of an 
aesthetic overview of bluegrass; 
from Stanley, weaned deep in 
the roots of the music, to 
Newgrass, way out on one of its 
limbs. The casual and 
overwhelmingly winning style of 
Stanley must have given pause 
to the serious, hard-working but 
somehow unsatisfying 
Newgrass, a Southern group 
seemingly a critical generation 
removed from the lofty art of 
Stanley. 

Ralph, born atop one of the 
Clinch mountains near 
McClure, Virginia (he now owns 
the peak), has spent 27 of his 42 
years touring as a_ bluegrass 
musician and rural radio host, 
the majority with his late 
brother Carter. Carter’s death in 
1966 nearly drove Ralph back to 
coal-mining, but, since finding a 
near copy of Carter’s voice for 
their famed duets, (Roy Lee 
Centers of Jacksons, Ky.), 
Stanley has restored to 
prominence what is judged the 
most old-timey of the bluegrass 
band sounds — a direct link to 
the mountain hymns and 
laments that never went beyond 
cabin walls. It’s ironic, though 
commonplace, that corruptions 
like Deliverance have helped 
Stanley regain that prominence 
and expand his audience — as 
well as command higher fees 
that have enabled him to move 
out of a trailer home. 

Despite a hoarse voice 
developed on a 24-hour drive 
from Virginia in the gas-guzzling 
bus/trailers favored by most 
bluegrass and country & western 
stars, Stanley made his 
reputation stand up in person. 
His crisp banjo and the lyrical 
fiddle of showboat Curley Ray 
Cline, the old “Kentucky fox- 
hunter” (who pushes his own 
records on stage), are among the 
best in bluegrass; but the band’s 
sound is epitomized by the 
vocals of Ralph and his Carter- 
substitute Roy Lee. “Lonesome” 
only hints at the power of those 
tenor duets. 

Between two guitars, a banjo, 
fiddle and two - to - four voices, 
the Clinch Mountain Boys filled 
the theatre with sound and 
feeling, running the bluegrass 
gamut through “sacred songs” 
(old Baptist hymns), up-tempo 
banjo and fiddle hand-clappers, 
and wa!tz-tempo ballads. 

The controlled intensity of the 


deceptively simple music came 
through best in “Stone Walls 
and Steel Bars,” a cut from the 
group’s latest LP, Stanley’s 
Around the World (on Rebel 
Records!). No prison protest or 
reform speech could bring home 
the reality as chillingly as the 


ahead of other young bluegrass 
imitations and/or innovators: no 
one can doubt they could please 
a fiddler’s convention in the 
mountains where the New 
Riders of the Purple Sage would 
be laughed off. They can clearly 
play the traditional styles — but

droning fiddie moaning in 
unison -with the harmonies of 
‘Roy Lee and Ralph Stanley: 
“Stone walls and steel bars/ 
Stay on my mind./ I’m a three- 
time loser / I’m long-gone this 
time,”* The frugal, 
unpretentious lyrics of 
experience make the most well- 
meaning polemic sound hollow 
by comparison. 

The nonchalance with which 
Stanley’s joking and lonesome 
singing won the audience made 
the near-miss of Newgrass 
Revival all the more puzzling. 
Consider the similarities 
between the two groups: they 
employ nearly the same 
instruments, they both lean on 
four-part harmonies and 
bluegrass tradition, the younger 
members of the Stanley quartet 
are contemporaries of the longer- 
haired Newgrass. 

Nonetheless, when Ralph 
Stanley took the stage and 
Curley Ray Cline began dancing 
along with his own fiddling, they 
brought forth a warmer reaction 
than all the long thought-out 
bluegrass-hased improvisations 
of Newgrass, 
mandolin and dobro to Leon 
Russell tunes, and ten-minute 
fiddle solos to square dance 
numbers.

have chosen not to. In theory, 
theirs is a noble experiment. But 
somehow the improvisations 
seemed to be aimless, the vocals 
mumbled — the discipline of 
the older stylists had been 
relaxed but unreplaced. 

It makes me wonder about the 
longevity of as lively an art as 
bluegrass. Stanley’s driving, self- 
assured style surely comes from 
a background that has assured 
him of his stature, given him 
terms on which to succeed. 
Learning songs at mother’s knee 
is a far cry from studying the 
legacy of Bill Monroe or Ralph 
Sianley via phonograph. 
Cosmopolitan influences on blue 
grass thin out the racial jokes 
often found in the stage acts — 
but simultaneously breed an 
overly self-conscious music. In 
Ralph Staniey’s mind there is 
never doubt of his impending 
encore, whether at the Grand 
Ole Opry or at Lincoln Center, 
where he was bound from 
Boston. Newgrass seemed taken 
aback by the dutiful standing 
ovation from a highly partisan 
coteria. 

Perhaps it comes down to age 
and experience. Maybe 
Newgrass leader Sam Bush will 
become the “Lousiville legend” 
or some such thing in 25 years. 
But, on the other hand, maybe

bluegrass will become only a 
dimly remembered art. Even as 
legendary a figure as Earl 
Scruggs has been unable to 
integrate the power of bluegrass 
with the rock influences of his 
two sons, with whom he now 
Were it not for the 
reputation of a former musical 
incarnation, | doubt he’d draw a 
crowd. 


I hope, along the Newgrass 
and the BAFOB, that the 
horrible imaginings wrought by 
homogenized culture do not 
materialize. But in the 
meantime, don’t miss Mother 
Maybelle Carter BAFOB brings 
her to town in February. As 
Janis Joplin, a premier culture- 
vulture in her own right, put it 
so pointedly: get it while you 
can. 


The Stanley show was among 
the better-attended bluegrass 
shows in this town, but still the 
BAFOB was in the red for the 
evening. Forced to compete with 
Bonnie Raitt’s opening at the 
nearby Performance Center, the 
less - than - even ledger kept the 
future of one of this area’s most 
selfless musical ventures in 
doubt. The dedication of 
producer Nancy Talbott and the 
other 300 BAFOB members, 
many of whom hail from rural 
Vermont and New Hampshire, 
makes it unlikely that the five- 
year-old group will actually stop 
producing concerts. “I have too 
much of my own money in it,” 
says Talbott. “Besides, I could 
never let down the farmer who 
writes me each year to tell me 
how his crops are doing, and 
asks about the shows 
scheduled.” 


The BAFOB hopes to 
incorporate next month as a non- 
profit group, a status which, 
hopes Talbott, will bring it 
foundation grant money for 
some of its more ambitious 
plans. Those include a three-day 
festival in Lenox next July, a 
film and book on bluegrass, and 
a local teaching program. (If 
interested in lessons, call the 
group et 492-0475 — they’re also 
accepting new members at five 
dollars a year). 


“I’m hoping to arrange some 
shows on the lines of, say, David 
Bromberg and’ Jim and Jesse 
(and the Virginia Boys),” says 
Talbott. “All these people who 
go crazy when Bromberg brings 
out a fiddle player will just get 
blown away by the rea! thing.”

A “young veteran”’ is the term 
most likely to be used in 
describing Gary Burton these 
days. It was Burton who, in the 
company of guitarist Larry 
Coryell, made the first 
convincing musical arguments 
for the combination of rock 
elements (it was acid-rock back 
then) and jazz improvising. 
That was back in 1967, and 
Burton enjoyed a year or two of 
considerable success; but in 
1973, though he still wins polls 
for his vibes playing, much of his 
time is spent in Boston teaching 
at Berklee and American record 
labels seem uninterested in him 
(ECM is a German company). 
Ir this time of rock-jazz fervor, 
why has larger success eluded 
Burton? I offer two theories: 
Gary is too nice a guy, not 
charismatic enough, with no 
amount of long hair able to hide 
his basic white middle-class 
respectability. And although the 


to all of the other amplified 
axes, the instrument isn’t 
rivetting enough. 

Whatever the explanation, | 
don’t think it lies with the music 
Burton has produced over the 
past several yea. . The sonic 
and rhyhmic zing remains, 
making The New Quartet a 
prime example of Burton music. 
This is a local band, a Berklee 
band if you will, but guitarist 
Mick Goodrick, bassist Abe 
Laboriel and drummer Harry 
Blazer allow neither the 
recording studio nor memories of 
such illustrious predecessors as 
Coryell, Steve Swallow and Roy 
Haynes to inhibit their 
performances. The rem- 
bunctious Laboriel is 
outstanding, and Goodrick has 
several concise statements. Gary 
is still the master of four-mallet 
technique, though I detect a 
coldness in many of his solos; 
perhaps an inevitable result of 
an amplified ba'ance hard to 
maintain during solo passages. 
The compositions are too much 
in the Burton Quartet mold of 
rock-sock bottoms, shimmering 
ballad lines and diffuse blues; 
Mike Gibbs’ ‘Four or Less’ 
being the clearest example of a 
tune that sounds like it must 
have been recorded by Burton 
before. The Chick Corea and 
Burton compositions are the 
best in this exemplary set. 

Chick Corea played in the 
Burton Quartet briefly in 1968. 
between Larry Coryell and Jerry 
Hahn and prior to Corea’s time 
with Miles* Davis. In concert, 
Gary and Chick would perform 
Ravel’s ‘‘Le Tombeau de 
Couperin” as a duet. Now they 
meet on record for an entire 


album of sensitive duet 
interaction. Both men get 
beautiful sounds from their 
instruments, aided by ECM’s 
fine recording, and the subtlety 
of the dialogue suggests the 
similar conversations of Bill 
Evans and Jim Hall. Corea’s 
touch on the acoustic piano is 
caressing, making it all the more 
regrettable that he currently 
devotes so little time to the 
unamplified instrument. The 
quieter surroundings also bring 
out more of the feeling and 
subtleties of Burton’s vibes 
playing. The program here is a 
mixed bag: four old Steve 
Swallow and Mike Gibbs pieces 
from earlier Burton quartets and 
five recent Corea originals. The 
latter five, with highly 
individual constructions and 
singing lines, show off the duo at 
their best. It’s a pleasure to 
recognize that so much lovely 
music has either issued out of 
(Corea was born and raised in 
Chelsea) or settled down in this 
area. By the way ECM is about 
to be distributed on this side of 
the Atlantic by Polydon, which 
will make these albums much 
easier to locate. 

The McGriff-Holmes two- 
record set is mentioned here 
because it is also of local 
interest, having been recorded 
last spring at Paul’s Mall. 
Otherwise, there’s little to say 
about four sides of two organists 
spouting Jimmy Smith licks, 
occasionally spelled by two 
guitars. [ think you had to be 
there.

Al Green: LIVIN’ FOR YOU 
(Hi/London ASHL 32082) 

Ten years from now, Al Green’s 
songs will probably be the 
golden oldies of the ’70s. The 
catchy, danceable tunes, the 
good radio songs that remind 
people of the street corner or 
drive-in where they grew up. 
This is no criticism of Green’s 


music, just recognition of the 
trend of all great black 
pop/gospel singers — from Sam 
Cooke and Bobby Bland to 
James Brown and Wilson 
Pickett — to hit the market in 
an initial rush of creativity, only 
to surrender their hard-won 
‘King of Soul” crown to the next 
hungry church singers with new 
ideas and the right luck. 

Whether Al Green follows that 
full cycle remains to be seen, but 
no matter what happens, 
nothing can detract from the 
fact that 1973 finds Green, in his 
eighth released album since his 
rise as a pop star, at the 
simultaneous top of commercial 
and creative worlds. He’s both 
the heartthrob of millions of 
young women and an artist of 
stature: at home on AM and 
FM. Except for a few over- 
syrupy songs, like the title cut, 
probably aimed at the lovelorn, 
Livin’ for You is a masterpiece. 
It takes all the distinctive parts 
of the Al Green style and lets 
them develop. This is the album 
on which Green and his 
producer/mentor Willie Mitchell 
stretch out, enjoying the artistic 
relaxation that ‘follows 
commercial security. The 
production is so careful, so 
delicate, that the album 
becomes less a series of tunes 
than an extended Sound — a 
concerto for sweet church 
singing, subtle syncopated 
drumming, and a choir of brass, 
keyboards, guitar and strings — 
the Memphis Horns and 
Memphis Strings that Willie 
Mitchell has made into the soul 
band of the ’70s. 

The album makes you wonder 
about the time put into its 
creation. So intricate are the 
rhythmic changes, the vocal 
harmonies (Green often 
harmonizes with himself) so 
controlled are the volumes of the 
back-up wall of sound, that they 
suggest months of studio work. _ 


Many of the cuts have such 
rhymic variety as to sound like 
three songs — three creative 
bursts — in one. 

Livin’ for You also marks 
Green’s emergence as a producer 
and songwriter. He penned five 
of the nine cuts by himself — 
they are the strongest, most 
intricate — and shared the 
credit on two others, as he did on 
the production with Willie 
Mitchell. 

Green’s own composition, 
‘‘Beware,’’ epitomizes the 
success of the record. Beginning 
as just another sweet love song, 
its eight minutes become the 
forum for extended 
improvisation. There are long 
interludes of nothing but guitar 
(Tennie Hodges), and the 
double-drumming of Howard 
Grimes and Al Jackson, 
surrounding Green’s high, 
cooing voice, singing just for the 
sound, not for the lyrics. It’s the 
purest male voice in soul music 
since Sam Cooke’s. The 
“Beware” interludes could fit 
weil into a Miles Davis sound. 
But, if that’s not enough, the 
interlude gives way to a sudden 
climax of brass and a so heavily 
syncopated as to pick you up 
from your chair. As the song 
winds down, the fade-out finds 
Green emitting a rather 
satisfied, ‘‘look what | did’”’ 
laugh. 

That laugh suggests Al 
Green’s problem, however. 
Clearly Green and Willie 
Mitchell have stretched out — 
but one wonders whether 
they’ve taken their style to its 
natural limit. How can they top 
this? Despite his virtuosity, 
Green, at this point, does not 
seem to bring the deep and 
diverse talents and background 
of a Stevie Wonder or Aretha 
Franklin to black pop. He’s a 
gospel singer with the kind of 
soothing church voice that sells 
well to whites. He’s a totally self- 
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assured performer with an 
overwhelmingly smooth, 
competent producer. But, unlike 
Aretha, Stevie or Ray Charles, 
Green’s music is met by a feeling 
that his success depends on a 
combination of events: There 
are probably other soul singers 
with a super falsetto who could 
make it with Willie Mitchell’s 
help! Green is a well-tooled 
component in a production 
sound, not a larger than life 
figure who takes over any 
situation. This album is a 
turning-point for Al Green. Will 
he continue to stretch out, to 
experiment, and go on to‘ 
become a major figure in 
evolving black music — or settle 
for being a hit-maker.

Dave Mason: IT’S LIKE YOL 
NEVER LEFT 


Columbia KC 31721 


Dave Mason has proven again 
to be as innovative as he is 
original. Until the release of this 
new album, Alone Together was 
the single masterstroke of his 
solo career. The Cass Elliot 
sessions seemed to catch 
Mason’s songwriting on a 
downswing (except for “To Be 
Free”), though his ability there 
as an arranger and producer was 
still astoundingly clear. 
Headkeeper (released against 
his wishes) featured mostly new 
arrangements of his older tunes; 
only the closest listeners were 
really satisfied (as they had 
every right to be) with the rich 
brew of Mason’s guitar and 
Mark Jordan’s smooth, funky 
piano. 

. Mason’s new recording (his 
first on Columbia) contains a 
‘wealth of styles and moods. Not 
only has he written many fresh 
tunes (though few rival the full- 
throated ease of Alone 
Together), he’s also arranged 
and produced them so well that 


even occasional flaws in 
conception (flaws, by the way, 
that would be virtues for most 
rock musicians) are more 
interesting than disturbing. 
Powerful and delicate by turns, 
the fine songs and settings are 
handled magnificently by an 
imposing line-up of sidemen, 
among them Jim Keltner, 
bassists Chuck Rainey, Carl 
Radle and Greg Reeves, and of 
course Jordan on keyboards. 

Cameo appearances by 
L’Angelo Mysterioso (billed as 
Son of Harry in these lackluster 
times) and Stevie Wonder are 
far from gratuitous inserts. 
Stevie’s chromatic harp, more 
like a bright, hard tenor than 
ever, adds a second melodic 
voice to the album’s most 
moving ballad, “The Lonely 
One.” 

The quality and nature of 
Mason’s unique writing style is 
bound up in the logic of his 
arranging and producing. Each 
tune is characteristically 
structured by internal rhythmic 
shifts that parallel harmonic or 
melodic changes. Thus, 
arrangements don’t simply 
embellish songs as much as they 
fulfill them, mirroring pool-like 
the rhythm of the melody line. 

“It’s Like You Never Left” is a 
staggering union of composition, 
arrangement and production. 
Like the ballads, the title rocker 
is segmented by a successive 
development of grooves from 
verse to chorus to bridge as well 
as by a dissonant funk wedge of 
astonishing effect. 

Mason’s singing is typically 
rich and strong, full of dissolving 
textures and a sure sense of 
phrasing. His guitar soloing, 
perfect within its clear limits, is 
peculiarly suited to the settings; 
though not as wasteless as 
elsewhere in his recordings. A 
full grasp of his rhythm guitar 
tracks, on the other hand, 
creates the effect of a symphony 


that learned to swing. The 
resonance of the guitars (on the 
title tune especially) is produced 
by a slight aura of reverb that 
kindles in every instrument a 
melancholy glow.

Fleetwood Mac: MYSTERY 
TOME 
(Warner Bros. 452158) 


To think of Fleetwood Mac as 
named after drummer Mick 
Fleetwood and bassist John 
McVie is terribly strange, for 
over the years the color of the 
band has heen the responsibility 
of every other member to have 
come and gone. At first 
Fleetwood Mac was Green. 
Peter Green, whose steady and 
sober guitar playing and 
songsmithing made the Mac the 
idols of myriad blues fans, The 
Kiln House album is painted in 
Jeremy Spencer’s bright hues, 
and the next two reflect the 
shivery sunset coloration of 
Danny Kirwan’s guitar. Penguin 
was lost in the murk of singer 
Dave Walker’s gritty blooze. 
Now all of these figures are gone. 
and Fleetwood languish in 
pastels: Robert Welch’s violets 
and Christine Perfect McVie’s 
pale tea rose. 

Robert Welch’s chording and 
accent speak strongly of 
California, and sound out of 
place in a British band, but he’s 
brought them a knack for nice 
Beach Boys-type harmonies into 


which he fits quite well. He also © 


brings a weird fascination for 
West Coast mysticism. 
appearing in his tunes ‘Miles 
Away” and ‘‘Hypnotized.” 
However opaque his lyric might 
be, the songs are engaging and 
formally patterned, and one can 
imagine how neat he would have 
been had he stayed home and 
started a band with John 
Cippolina of Quicksilver. His 
other numbers range from the 


laid-back soporific to da blooze. 
indicating that he certainly 

remembers what group he is in. 
Christine Perfect is married to 
John McVie and has written 
love songs ever since; one would 
think she were writing for 
Raspberries. Way I Feel” 
probably takes the laurels for 
maximum number of cliches 
and contrived rhymes, though 
none of her works are wholly free 
of such. Her voice can be very 
mild and mellow, or it can cloy; 
on this album it’s about half and 
half. Her piano playing is 
inappropriate, but her 
occasional other keyboards are 

well thought out and very nice. 
The band, as professional as 
ever, does justice not only to 
Mrs. McVie’s tunes, but even to 
the one total goof tune written 
by all the non-composers in the 
band, notably the suave but 
faceless lead guitarist Bob 
Weston. It is with justice in turn 
that the track picked for the 
single is not one of theirs; as a 
complete surprise to liner note 
readers, the album contains a 
top notch version of Graham 

Gouldman’s “For Your Love.”

The J. Geils Band: LADIES 
INVITED (Atlantic SD 7286) 


I used to be glad that J. Geils 
was cutting into Alice Cooper’s 
audience; now I’m not so sure. 
This coalition of brilliant 
soloists has never listened to 
each other enough to become a 
band. They rely on cliche 
arrangements, fifth-grade male 
chauvinism and increasingly 
mechanical flash solos. After 
five albums, something ought to 
work besides the slow jam 
(“‘Chimes’”’). What a great first 
album these guys made — hard- 
edged remakes of R & B classics 
that had a good beat. What a 
lame parody of that this album 
is! Well, on with the 


Arrangements department: 
the statistics tell the story. 


There is this great bar band 
thing which plays a rest — a full 
silent stop — on a beat. I count 
eight of the ten songs on Ladies 
Invited using this device. The 
first three songs end with fades, 
and so do four in a row on side 
two. That leaves one song that 
ends with a rave-up (which is 
kind of a loud fade, if you look at 
it that way), one that sort of dies 
(“That’s Why I’m Thinking of 
You.’’) and one that ends 
bizarrely in midphrase 
(“‘Chimes” again). 

Then there’s the Disc Jockey’s 
Friend — the beginning in which 
the instruments come in one at a 
time. Five times. (Not counting 
the fact that in “I Can’t Go On,” 
they do it three times in one 
song.) 

Lyrics department: I don’t 
know why this album is called 
Ladies Invited. The spirit of the 
lyrics, all by Wolf, is more like 
No Girls Allowed. Peter keeps 
sticking his neck out, then being 
deserted, rejected, conde- 
scended to, put down and 
generally fucked over. From 
fifth grade macho, the lyrics 
range upward to ninth grade 
first-learning-what-dirty-words | 
mean: “She gave me her key, 
and let me come inside.”’ No 
redeeming social singing style 
either; Wolf has extended his 
singing leer into every possible 
vocal grimace. It’s time for 
another emotional stance from 
this brittle outfit, or as Albert 
King said of the Stones: *‘Nice 
band till the singer ruined it.” 

Music department: not much 
help here. There are two great 
solos on “Chimes,” one by J. 
Geils, one by Magic Dick, on 
chomatic harmonica. “Lay You 
Good Thing Down” is somewhat 
kinetic, bvt nowhere near 
“Homework,” which, when 


heard it first on the radio, said

When I was ten, and going to 
Hebrew Schooi, I used to 
subscribe to a weekly magazine 
calied “World Over.”’ Each issue 
had a cartoon story about 
Chelm, that singular small town 
in eastern Europe where 
foolishness, naivete, and 
stupidity reigned supreme. The 
Chelmites were Talmudic in 
their pursuit of truth, but the 
trouble with their method lay in 
the essential craziness of Chelm 
logic. For them, the cause of the 
sea’s saltiness was obviously 
that it was filled with herring — 
everyone knows herring is salty. 
To prevent a stork from treading 
down a newly planted crop in its 
walk across a Chelm field, the 
townsmen decide to delegate six 
men to carry the stork from one 
end to the other. Now, the 
marveis of this sort of twisted 
logic fascinated me, but I found 
that each anecdote took a little 
time to register before I would 
respond with a chuckle. Perhaps 
at ten one thinks a bit like a 
Chelmite; the stories of that 
town become wry only with 
sophistication. 

Sad to say, the Cambridge 
Ensemble’s current offering, 
“Tales of Chelm,” at the Old 
Cambridge Baptist Church drew 
few chuckles from the kids last 
Saturday, and more 
appreciative smiles from the 
grownups. Oh, yes, the kids 
responded to particular 
gestures, routines, single 
momerits of physical funniness; 
but not once did they seem to 
understand the point of any of 
the dozen or so anecdotes that 
were often charmingly acted out 


for their ostensible delight. In -

fact, the only moment at which 
the children seemed in any way 
involved occurred toward the 
end of the program, when David 
Neill, as a sympathetic but dull- 
witted Chelmite, has difficulty 
locating the clothes he threw 
around his room before going to 
bed the night before. His 
forgetfulness stimulated helpful 
cries from several youngsters, 
and one felt that if the stories 
had managed to appeal to the 
kids’ participation earlier on, 
the whole afternoon might have 
gone better. But the main point, 
I'm afraid, is that though the 
young audience can often see 
that the Chelmites seem awfully 
stupid, they can’t quite see the 
perverse cleverness behind that 
stupidity; they don’t realize 
what’s funny about it all. 

My favorite Chelm story, done 
very well indeed in this 
production by John Woodson 
and Lisa Conley, will give you 
somine idea of the difficulties a 
youngster might encounter with 
Chelm punch-lines. A man 
seems to recognize his long- 
absent son on the street, and 
comments on how he has 


changed — he no longer has a 
beard, he’s much thinner, his 
clothes are different, his voice is 
not familiar any longer. When 
the young man is finally given a 
chance to respond, he says “But 
I’m not Isaac; I’m Ben” (I forget 
the real names), whereupon the 
old man ‘cries ‘‘So you’ve 
changed ‘your name, too!” If 
your youngsters can appreciate 
that very special kind of verbal 
humor, by all means send them 
on to the Old Cambridge Baptist 
Church. 


Joann Green directs the these 
actors of this production in an 
even-paced and reiterative style 
suitable for some children; 
everything is said slowly, 
clearly, and in three or four 
different ways, in order that the 
anecdotes will be understood. 
But Ms. Green has made, I 
think, a fundamental 
psychological blunder: only the 
individual physical gestures are 
understood, and out of all 
dramatic context to boot. The 
marvelous mystery of Chelm 
logic is basically an adult 
delight. I think the production 


should be re-directed with that 


in mind, and played for grown- 
ups only.

‘‘Winter is icumen in,’ 
snarled Ezra Pound in parody 
once, “Lhude sing Goddamm.” 
But for the last three years the 
revelers in Sanders Theatre have 
been greeting the nipping air 
with praise and placation of the 
gods — Christian, Hebrew and 
pagan. It was crowded again this 
year, and no wonder. Fertility 
dances, stag-hunt dances, 
medieval carols, a St. George 
mummer’ s play, ‘‘Shalom 
Chaverim,” and a celebration of 
the Boar’s Head, with audience- 
participation rounds in Latin 
and English. At community- 
sings I usually limit myself to 
Hebrew and Latin, so I was 


awfully grateful for “Dona Nobis 


Pacem.” 


John Langstaff and his 
daughter, Carol, are my favorite 
father-daughter team since 
Prospero and Miranda. In this 
case, both of them know how to 
work magic, how to enchant a 
thousand people at a time. The 
aims of all this are communitas, 
good cheer, and love — but 
mostly love. I’m grateful for 
even a mere two hours of it in 
this so predominantly all-hating 
world. I came out feeling better 
than I went in, and everything I 
saw was beautiful. 


What is the secret of the 
Christmas Revels’ success? 
Elegant simplicity, I think. 
Theatricality with style and 
restraint, too. The Langstaffs 
know how to make best use of a 


hall. When the ‘“Alexander’s 


Feast” group sings Nova, Nova, 
a wonderful 15th-century carol, 
they do so in procession down 
the aisles, and with pitched 
hand-bell accompaniment that 
immediately brings the carol 
alive dramatically. When the 
Night-Watchman cries his hours 
before the Abbots Bromley Horn 
Dance, he does so while walking 
round the curved upper balcony 
aisle with lantern in hand. When 
Langstaff pere himself 
affectingly sings the Kentucky 
“Cherry Tree Carol,’’ three 
dancers evoke with grace the 
touching moment when God, 
answering Joseph’s taunts on 
Mary’s pregnancy, bids the 
cherry tree to bend for her that 
she may pick its fruit. 

It was fun, too, to hear old 
instruments like the psaltery, 
the tabor, the krumhorn, and 
the sackbut played by people in 
medieval-style costumes 
(beautifully realized by Raine 
Miller). The stage was a 
constantly shifting pattern of 
color and movement for every 
dance and carol; the people who 
moved knew how to move, and 
the people who sang knew how 
to sing. 

I liked best, of all the songs, 
John Langstaff’s rendition of 
“The Lord of the Dance,’’a 
modern version of an old Shaker 


’ Hymn whose central metaphor 


is audaciously_ beautiful. The 
penultimate number of the 
evening, a St. George mummer’s 
play, stood as a perfect medieval 
prototype for the perennial 
British ‘“‘panto.” Replete with 
Father Christmas, Jester, 
Dragon, Quack Doctor, St. 
George, and Horse, the play 
drew boos for the baddies and 
cheers for the hero, especially at 
the moment of magical 
resurrection. 

So Cambridge celebrated the 
Winter Solstice in high style, 
and I came out of Sanders 
Theatre feeling warmer in the 
chill air than I had expected. 
Lhude sing, period.

Wilde and Lord Alfred. There’s 
one of bestiality, as Catherine 
the Great tells what she’s really 
been up to out in the stables 
with “my lover half centaur — 
and the other half centaur too.” 
There’s a really great song, 
Nookie Time, about as raunchy 
a calypso number as you're 
likely to hear, which informs us 
that ‘“‘many of the worst events 
could have been avoided, if only 
someone had gotten his nookie 
in time.” 


Sometimes the satire is 
relatively gentle. Jenny and 
Sadie in the “Mothers-in-Law” 
skit each have married sons. 
Only catch is, the sons are 
married to each other. “Did you 
ever think it would turn out like 
this?” asks Jenny. Sadie shakes 
her head: “No — but I had 
hopes!” The satire is gentle in 
its portrait of The Desperation 
Man, a fellow who goes into a 
frenetic tap-dance number to 


illustrate that he’s one of those 
who can’t get by without 
maintaining a high desperation 
level. “Some people just like 
being desperate,”’ he declares. 

Sometimes the satire darkens, 
though — as in “A Gay Bar 
Cantata,” where a group of truly 
tired businessmen bemoan the 
miseries of middle age and 
bachelorhood, the boredom of 
seeing the same old faces, the 
wastefulness of cruising 
strangers. “i see guys in here 
taint from looking so hard,” says 
the sympathetic bar-owner. 
Enter the New Boy in Town, 
professional cocktease. Each of 
the customers rises to the bait, 
propositions him — and each is 
crushingly, brutally rejected. 
Finally — there always being 
rape — they jump on him en 
masse. 

Given all this, what are we to 
make of yet another attack in 
The New York Times, this one 
by Gay Lib spokesman Martin 
Duberman, protesting that he 
finds the whole show ‘‘an 
affront?” Insofar as all satire is 
an affront, | suppose he has a 
point. But he too is asking for 


apples from the banana man 
when he describes the show as 
“pretending to a kaleidoscopic 
view of gay life.”’ It pretends to 
no such thing. (Actually, I wish 
that it had taken a more 
kaleidoscopic stance — instead 
of having two different scenes 
involving the same hangup: guys 
wanting to ‘make with tough, 
mean, illiterate, butch types.) 

Furthermore, says Duberman: 
“Tt insists on treating issues with 
serious implications for millions 
of people — and does so in terms 
of tinkly tunes, perky 
choreography, and certoon 
realities.” And he concludes his 
indictment: “With friends like 
The Faggot, the gay movement 
needs no enemies.” 

What it needs even less, | 
should think, is this kind of 
lavender Nixonism, this sort of 
pious paranoia. Gay Liberation 
is not about to be undermined 
by an admission that 
homosexuals have problems, or 
by a willingness to treat those 
problems in the theater in other 
modes than soap opera 
solemnity. Portnoy’s Complaint 
caught the same sort of flak from 


certain Jews. Ditto for The 
Godfather and the Italian 
backlash. Duberman’s diatribe 
now performs the same dubious 
service for the gay community. 
Probably the best answer to all 
such sombre nonsense is that 
uttered by Carmines’ ingenuous, 
gum-chewing fag-hag, now that 
she’s trained herself not to use 
the word “fag” to describe her 
current boy friend: ‘Jesus, it’s 
so hard to talk these days — you 
can’t say anything!”

redolent of Dylan and Lennon, 
which match up beautifully on 
harmonies. Their instrumental 
fabric is more often than not 
standard, but there are 
moments of brilliance in the 
production. The chugging 
harmonica on “Steamboat Row” 
and the electronically 
compressed vocal on ‘‘Who 
Cares’’ (the album’s two 
outstanding songs, both written 


and sung by Rafferty) are more 
than clever touches. Although 
the group has a fixation with 
marching tempos, there is 
enough variety to give the album 
momentum to reach the last 
four songs on the second side, 
which earn it consideration as 
one of the better albums this 
thin year has produced. 

But, whatever the musical 
merits, Ferguslie Park will not 
be a success. 
Commercially viable rock is 
directed outward to a_ world 
concerned with love and sex and 
society. Stealers Wheel has 
directed itself inward; its 
preoccupations deepen the 
album’s intensity but narrow its 
appeal. Obsessed with their 
band problems, Egan and 
Rafferty find it hard to push 
beyond the subject matter at 
hand — the life and hard times 
of the sporadically successful 
rock musician. In so doing they 
have come up with a singular 
work which will be appreciated 
and understood: most by their 
peers — those who, for better or 
for worse, see themselves in 
Ferguslie Park.
